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Dancing at the Revolution 
With the Radio On! 


In these politically dark times, writing 
about what brings us joy may seem frivolous 
and self-indulgent. The layering of the fed¬ 
eral government’s blatantly hypocritical 
agenda, which almost abusively serves the 
interests of big business while pretending to 
cater to the working classes, combined with 
this state’s diversionary championing of 
restrictive and oppressive social legislation, 
is more dark ages than modern times. 
Though this seems to demand only the most 
serious responses, isn’t answering in kind 
giving in to the mindset of despair, anger, and 
hate? “If I can’t dance, I don’t want to be part 
of your revolution,” insisted Emma Goldman, 
the great anarchist and political activist. 

Got the car, got the AM (Radio on) 

Got the AM sound, got the (Radio on) 

Got the rockin’ modem neon sound (Radio on) 
- Jonathan Richman, “Roadrunner” 

When I was growing up in the New Jersey 
suburbs, though access to music was very 
restricted (radio and record player) this 
actually resulted in the joy of regularly 
stumbling upon great new music that was 
unexpected. The situation made what was 
listened to far more communal because the 
very narrow playlists of AM radio meant 
that most listeners experienced the full 
range of current songs. 

This was really brought home when we 
attended an in-progress screening of Justin 


Timherlake + The Tennessee Kids, a concert 
film by Jonathan Demme, with our friend 
Eab 5 Freddy. After the screening, as much 
as I had enjoyed the film, I realized I had 
not been familiar with even one song in it. 
Hit songs were no longer as commonly 
shared as they had been once. 

During high school years, lots of time was 
spent aimlessly driving around, interrupted 
only by the occasional stop at Wetson’s for 
hamburgers or Carvel for ice cream. 
Although the travel itself was mundane and 
repetitive, the music on the radio was any¬ 
thing but, as we first encountered so many 
extraordinary songs including “Ode to Billie 
Joe” by Bobbie Gentry, “Happy Together” by 
the TUrtles, the Beatles’ “Penny Lane,” “(We 
Ain’t Got) Nothin’ Yet” by the Blues Magoos, 
the Soul Survivors’ “Expressway to Your 
Heart,” Aretha Franklin’s “Respect,” Stevie 
Wonder’s “I Was Made to Love Her,” and 
Jefferson Airplane’s “Somebody to Love” 
and “White Rabbit,” among so many others. 

Driving home after spending a spring 
weekend at a friend’s family bungalow in 
Mt. Freedom, N.J., we were knocked out by 
our first listen to the Doors’ “Light My 
Fire.” A few months later, hitchhiking back 
to that same bungalow, we waited a long 
time before a car finally stopped. Only 
when we got in it did we realize both driver 
and passenger were quite drunk. Although 
trying to keep quiet, we both still got excit¬ 
ed when the Beatles’ new single “Love Is 


All You Need” came on. This led the pas¬ 
senger to loudly ask his friend, “Hey, 
haven’t you threatened to hurt anyone who 
liked this song?” The only response was a 
mutter, but we were still relieved when he 
soon stopped to let us out. 

One summer afternoon, after I had begun 
college, visiting back in Jersey, my friend 
Bozie and I were picked up by our pal Henri 
for a drive. We slid into the front seat beside 
her as the back was already 
taken by her girlfriends, two 
rather sweet heroin users and 
their dealer. Right after we 
got in, “The Ballad of John 
and Yoko” came on the radio. 

As soon as it finished, we 
wanted to hear it again so 
Bozie and I began to search 
the radio dial, changing sta¬ 
tions nonstop. Finally the 
dealer in the backseat, inter¬ 
rupting stories about her 
upper-class doctor and lawyer clientele, lashed 
out at us, insisting we stop. We did. 

Finding music was an effort during long 
drives up and down the East Coast as AM 
stations’ signals were so limited. Even when 
found, most of what was being played was 
just garbage. This made songs like Don 
McLean’s “American Pie” and Harry 
Chapin’s “Taxi,” though guilty pleasures, so 
welcome, especially when the longer ver¬ 
sions were lucked into, because they filled 
long stretches. 

Late in the fall of 1973 I left the home of 
friends in South Carolina just after midnight 
headed toward Sarasota, Fla. The rural back- 
roads I traveled on the way to the main high¬ 
way were so dark that my VW bug’s weak 
headlights barely lit the way. There were few 
radio stations in the area so I was turning the 


radio knob much of the time. Finally I land¬ 
ed on a station, though just before the car 
crested a hill, the night exploding before me 
into the blazing light of a huge monstrous 
glowing sparking power plant far off to the 
right. Weird already, it all got stranger as the 
car filled with the sound of a deep sonorous 
voice carefully enunciating, “You’re listening 
to W-E-A-K Radio, the weak voice of Rainbow 
Valley ... Where the blue of the night meets 
[now singing] the gold of the day.” The voice 
continued, “And now for your Saturday 
morning listening pleasure W-E-A-K pres¬ 
ents another weak program Lester Moran, 
the old Roadhog, and his Cadillac Cowboys.” 
It was obviously a goof of some sort, though 
only later did I learn this was a recurrent 
Statler Brothers bit. But the best part was 
that it ran long, really long. 

A couple of years later on 
a cross-country drive from 
Vermont through Cleveland 
to Kansas, we were at first 
more than surprised to hear 
Phoebe Snow’s “Poetry 
Man” being played at all. In 
late 1974, a few months 
before, I had visited Phoebe, 
a friend since 7th grade, at 
home in Teaneck, N. J. After 
I had excitedly asked how 
her forthcoming debut album on Shelter 
Records was going to do, she took me to the 
bathroom, flushing the toilet as a way of 
showing how she expected it to perform. 
Some of this was Phoebe’s expectation of 
the worst and some, I’m sure, because, hav¬ 
ing alienated certain people at the record 
company, she did not expect much support. 

Yet, instead we heard it not occasionally 
but again and again on station after station 
across the country as we traveled. There 
might have been a lack of promotion, but 
historically “Poetry Man” proved to be one 
of the last songs broken by deejays who fell 
in love with the single, playing it over and 
over, until it became a hit. As we traveled we 
got to hear that happen in real time. ■

Justice Too Long Delayed 

FRAN AND DAN KELLER CONTINUE TO WAIT IN VAIN FOR THEIR EXONERATION 


LOCAL GOP POLITICO MattMackowiak 

was elected chairman of the Travis County GOP on 
Wednesday, defeating former Austin City Council 
Member Don Zimmerman. 

ANIMALS USER ALLES Gov. Abbott signed 

Senate Bill 762 into law, which will increase punishment 
for violent offenses of animal cruelty. Under Sen. 
Jose Menendez’s law, torturing, poisoning, or “caus¬ 
ing serious bodily injury” to an animal is now a third- 
degree felony, carrying a two- to 10-year sentence. 

Now, if only Abbott would support human rights. 


RIDESHARE WARS CONTINUE mthe 

wake of the return of Uber and Lyft to Austin ride- 
hailing, RideAustin announced a series of price 
cuts to match the renewed competition. The non¬ 
profit RideAustin announced that “riders who 
choose RideAustin will immediately see lower fares 
while RideAustin drivers will continue to receive a 
higher pay than driving for Uber & Lyft.” 


MEANWHILE, IN UBERLANDIA The compa¬ 
ny announced that CEO Itavis Kalanick will be tak¬ 
ing an “indefinite leave of absence” in the wake of 
various scandals dogging the company and a report 
from former U.S. Attorney General Eric Holder, com¬ 
missioned by the company, making 47 recommenda¬ 
tions for policy changes in the wake of employee 
sexual harassment allegations against the company. 


I don’t know what it will take for Travis 
County to wipe the stain of the Fran and 
Dan Keller prosecution from our local his¬ 
tory, but at a minimum, it appears it’s going 
to take more time. As we’ve reported previ¬ 
ously, in 1992, in the midst of the nation¬ 
wide “Satanic Panic” over day care, the 
Kellers were prosecuted, convicted, and 
spent more than two decades in prison for 
horrible crimes at their Oak Hill day care 
center - crimes, it turned out, that had 
never occurred. Thanks to the dedicated 
work of former Chronicle reporter Jordan 
Smith, and the dogged pro bono persistence 
of defense attorney Keith Hampton, the 
Kellers were freed from Texas prisons after 
21 years (“Believing the Children,” March 
27,2009, and “Learning From Our Mistakes,” 
March 11, 2016). 

Although freed from literal prison, the 
Kellers have never been fully exonerated, 
which is necessary for both their peace of 


mind and for them to become eligible for 
the state compensation they deserve and 
very badly need. Former District Attorney 
Rosemary Lehmberg, who had the authori¬ 
ty to enable that exonera¬ 
tion, left it undone when she 
stepped down - saying that 
while there is in fact no evi¬ 
dence that any crime had 
occurred, a few people close 
to the case had convinced 
themselves that something 
must have happened, and 
therefore she could not find 
for herself “a path to inno¬ 
cence.” 

I had high hopes that 
Lehmberg’s successor, Margaret Moore, 
would see the folly of that cowardly inac¬ 
tion. Hampton had pursued the case with 
the D.A.’s staff, and believed that exonera¬ 
tion was being given serious consideration. 


But a couple of weeks ago, I learned unof¬ 
ficially that Moore or her staff were instead 
leaning toward reviewing the entire Keller 
case - re-re-reviewing is more like it - 
before they would recom¬ 
mend or take any action. 

I haven’t been able to con¬ 
firm that situation, because 
neither Moore nor her staff 
are currently returning 
Chronicle phone calls. 

ADULT HYSTERIA 

If the D.A.’s Office really 
needs something to review, 
they could begin and end 
with Court of Criminal 
Appeals Judge Cheryl Johnson’s concur¬ 
ring opinion when the court granted (par¬

required to acknowledge those mistakes.” 
Johnson accurately described the prose¬ 
cution as “a witch hunt from the begin¬ 
ning.” If they need more detail, they could 
read Hampton’s “Suggestion for 
Reconsideration,” which briefly but com¬ 
prehensively summarizes the witch hunt 
in all its absurdity. “All that remains as 
‘proof’ are the fantastical stories - woven 
not so much by children as through them, 
originating from adults swept up in hyste¬ 
ria. The stories are not child fantasies. The 
imagery is the stuff of adult anxieties.” 

I asked Hampton if he thinks there is 
any possible justification for prolonging 
the Kellers’ decades-long agony by yet 
another prosecutorial review, or for more 
hesitation on exoneration. “We’ve been 
jacking around with this for years,” he 
responded wearily. “This is extremely well- 
plowed ground. There have been two previ¬ 
ous reviews by the D.A., and two by the 
defense. I can’t imagine what is left to be 
looked at.” 

The attorney began to recite the litany of 
follies of the original prosecution - which 
he could readily repeat for D.A. Moore, if 
she were listening - then concluded: “This 
case was really about the ‘Satanic Panic’ ... 
The whole case is a textbook example of 
the hysteria of the times.” 

PLEASE HELP 

If all this were not enough, the now 
elderly Kellers, who have been remarkably 
stoic and patient - even forgiving - during 
their long ordeal, are near a breaking 
point. They live on minimal Social Security, 
supplemented unevenly by family and 
friends, and both have serious health prob¬ 
lems (caused or aggravated by imprison¬ 
ment) that they can’t afford to address. 
Worse, their spirits are breaking - on the 
phone trying to discuss their circumstanc¬ 
es, Fran quickly breaks down in tears, and 
she says the normally resilient Dan (deaf 
from prison neglect) has become increas¬ 
ingly despondent. 

We can’t fix this injustice entirely; it’s 
gone on too long, and some of the worst 
damage is irreparable. The Keller case was 
a local outbreak of a mob-madness that 
gripped the entire country (and which sim¬ 
mers always beneath the cultural surface, 
in various forms). But the responsibility 
doesn’t just rest with the D.A.’s Office, 
which was and is no more than an instru¬ 
ment of community justice. All of us who 
live in Travis County share in the responsi¬ 
bility for what happened to the Kellers, and 
share in the responsibility to do what we 
can to make it right. 

If any Chronicle readers believe they 
might have some ameliorating or persua¬ 
sive influence on District Attorney Moore 
or her office - please, please employ it now. 
For the rest of us, supporters of the Kellers 
have established a GoRmdMe campaign - 
“Friends of Fran and Dan Keller” - and if 
you can afford to contribute even a little 
bit, please do so. The Kellers need and 
deserve our help. ■ 


NAKED CITY 


SB 4 on Thin ICE 

The same federal judge slated to preside over the chal¬ 
lenge to anti-immigrant law Senate Bill 4 later this month 
recently dealt a potentially crucial blow to the state’s case 
for the problematic legislation. Last week, U.S. Judge 
OHando Garcia ruled that the Bexar County Sheriff’s Office 
acted unconstitutionally when it honored a detainer request 
from U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement for a 
Mexican citizen who had been ordered to be released. 

Julio Trujillo Santoyo was held in jail for more than 
two months even after his misdemeanor assault charges 
were dropped; Garcia found that violated his Fourth 
Amendment protection from unreasonable search and 
seizure. Jails can’t hold someone because they are 
undocumented; they need a warrant or probable cause. 
The County’s “routine detention of such individuals 
made it inevitable that it would engage in warrantless 
detention of individuals who were not suspected of any 
criminal offense,” wrote Garcia. 

The Travis County Sheriff’s Office said the judge’s rul¬ 
ing “affords apparent vindication” for Sheriff Sally 
Hernandez’s ICE policies. Hernandez, who in January 
declared she would only comply with detainers for those 
charged with serious crimes, believes ICE should offer war¬ 
rants or court orders to jails before holding individuals. 

The ruling lends more ammo to Texas cities fighting 
against SB 4 in court since among other provisions, the 
so-called “sanctuary cities” law would punish local 
governments that fail to follow ICE detainer requests. 
Austin joined San Antonio’s suit against the law earlier 
this month; a preliminary hearing is set for June 26 in 
Garcia’s San Antonio-based court. - Mary Tuma 


Greg Abbott, Tree Killer 

According to a June 12 report by the Texas Observer, 
Gov. Greg Abbott’s proposal to block local governments 
from regulating the protection of trees on private land 
apparently derives from his own dispute with the city 
over a heritage tree at his West Austin home. Reporter 
Naveena Sadasivam said Abbott complained in a radio 
interview that the city prevented him from cutting down 
a pecan tree at his home and - when he destroyed it 
anyway - required him to plant replacements. 

The full story is a bit more revealing. In 2011, Abbott was 
scrapping his home to build a bigger McMansion, and the 
city issued building permits with the stipulation that he 
protect two heritage pecan trees on the site from construc¬ 
tion damage. When the governor returned later with a 
request to take down one of the trees, the city arborist dis¬ 
covered that the construction had irreparably damaged it - 
and required that new trees be planted in its place. 
Nevertheless, Abbott subsequently received city permis¬ 
sion to take down the other pecan and two additional pro¬ 
tected trees. Socialistic tyranny run amok, no doubt. - M.K. 

About That DPS Cutback 

Following pushback from elected officials, the Texas 
Department of Public Safety announced Tuesday that 
it was reversing a cutback in driver’s license office 
hours announced last week. 

On June 5, with little notice, the DPS abruptly instituted 
shorter office hours at 11 offices in Houston, Dallas, and El 
Paso. The hours had been 7:30am-6pm, and were short¬ 
ened to 8am-5pm. Officials said the changes were part of a 


plan to lay off more than 100 full-time employees, report¬ 
edly in response to state budget cuts. Houston Sen. John 
Whitmire told the Houston Chronicle that on Tuesday, Gov. 
Greg Abbott’s chief of staff told him the time changes 
would be reversed, a step later confirmed by DPS Director 
Steven McCraw and a tweet from Abbot. Whitmire noted 
that the state has $11 billion in the Rainy Day (reserve) 
Fund, and is spending nearly $1 billion on border security. 

The change had also been questioned by Austin Reps. 
Donna Howard and Celia Israel, who wrote to McCraw on 
June 8, expressing concern about the new hours, and their 
effect on Texans’ ability to “obtain necessary documentation 
required to vote.” “This is especially critical,” they wrote, 
“given that the DPS is currently being sued for failing to com¬ 
ply with the Help America Vote Act.” - M.K. 

Guv Vetoes Environment 

Air and water quality, and programs to help the 
state’s poorest people get clean air and clean water, 
came into Gov. Greg Abbott’s cross-hairs Monday 
when he line-item vetoed $127 million out of the state’s 
$217 billion budget for the 2018-19 biennium. Earlier in 
the session, Rep. Rafael Anchia, D-Dallas, had written 
that “budgets are moral documents.” Abbott’s cuts to 
Texas’ spending show where his priorities lie: 

• $87 million for the Low-Income Vehicle Repair Assist¬ 
ance, Retrofit, and Accelerated Vehicle Retirement 
Program, which helps poorer Texans repair or replace 
a car that fails the state emissions test 

• $6 million for air quality planning at the Texas Com¬ 
mission on Environmental Quality 

• $5 million for the Guardianship Compliance Project 

• $5 million for public safety education 

• $4 million for Crime Stoppers of Houston 

• $2.5 million for Soil and Water Conservation Board 

• $2 million for aquifer and brackish water study 

• $860,0000 to fund the Colonia Initiatives Program 

• $150,000 for the UT-Austin Legislative Lawyering Clinic 

So far, the budget is the only work by the Legislat¬ 
ure that Abbott has vetoed, but he still has a June 18 
deadline to strike other approved measures. In 2015, 
after his first session as governor, Abbott went on a 
42-bill slaughter spree, and hacked $295 million out of 
spending. - Richard Whittaker

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Council: Eternal Returns 

CITY PLUMBING, JUVENILE CURFEWS, AND 
AFD OVERTIME HIGHLIGHT THIS WEEK’S AGENDA 


Rounding into its penultimate meeting 
before the July break, City Council has its 
hands full today (June 15) with plenty of 
old business as well as new Among the 
high-profile postponements returning for 
another look are the proposed limits on 
major park special events (Item 23), a deci¬ 
sion on plumbing codes (Item 104), and the 
reconsideration of juvenile curfews 
(Items 69 and 99). 

Last week and during Tuesday’s work 
session, Council seemed willing to defer to 
the recommendations of the Parklands 
Events Task Force, which would trim the 
number of days Zilker, Vic Mathias, Fiesta 
Gardens, and other major parks are used 
for big events (e.g., Austin City Limits, 
Trail of Lights, et al.) and encourage some 
shifting of events to other area parks. 
District 6 Council Member Jimmy Flanni- 
gan suggested that the day limits seem 
arbitrary, and could discourage “innova¬ 
tion” by event organizers or creation of new 
events - the prevailing Council sentiment 
points toward approval. 

Last week’s extended public hearing on 
plumbing codes was a bit of a surprise - with 
experts and practitioners arguing strongly on 
both sides (International Residential Code 
vs. Universal Plumbing Code) somewhat 
confounding the dais. “The acronyms almost 
blew my brains out,” said CM Ora Houston, 
to which Mayor Steve Adler responded hesi¬ 
tantly, “I think we got the gist.” Currently, 
Austin is somewhat unique in using the UPC; 
staff has recommended a hybrid application 
of the IRC for most residential construction, 
retaining UPC for the larger projects. No idea 
what Council might decide. 

The juvenile curfew law, first adopted by 
the city in 1990, must be renewed every 
three years or it expires; Item 99 would 


renew the current version. (A report by the 
Austin Police Department reflects that the 
curfew resulted in reducing juvenile arrests, 
and the APD recommends renewal.) But the 
previous dais discussion reflected uneasi¬ 
ness with indirectly reinforcing the “school- 
to-prison pipeline” and Item 69, sponsored 
by CM Greg Casar (co-sponsored by CMs 
Delia Garza, Ellen Troxclair, and Mayor 
Pro Tern Kathie Tovo), would direct staff to 
convene a stakeholder group and draft rec¬ 
ommendations for “non-criminal policies or 
practices” in handling curfew violations. 

On Tuesday, Casar told his colleagues he 
would propose non-renewal, pending other 
solutions; it wasn’t clear if there are six 
votes for both Items. 

Another matter that is not precisely a 
returning postponement - more of a semi¬ 
permanent headache - is a proposal (Item 64) 
sponsored by CM Flannigan (with three co¬ 
sponsors) to add Austin Fire Department 
overtime to the City Auditor’s 2017 audit list. 
Flannigan and CM Alison Alter want firmer 
explanations for AFD’s persistent overtime 
needs - and the recent need for annual over¬ 
time funding from city’s reserves. 

A potential audit in a labor contract nego¬ 
tiation year - Flannigan’s resolution specifi¬ 
cally questions any role played by the collec¬ 
tive bargaining agreement - triggered alarms 
at the Austin Firefighters Association, and 
AFA President Bob Nicks has written Council 
“welcoming” the audit but arguing (as he has 
in public testimony) that “the collective bar¬ 
gaining agreement is not a significant over¬ 
time cost driver.” Nicks said that until the 
AFD (operating under a federal consent 
decree over hiring discrimination) can be 
fully staffed, it will need to reduce non-essen¬ 
tial programs to accommodate the necessary 
overtime costs. (The quick turnaround time

“Yogurt 
Shop 
Murders” 

Appeal 
Rejected 

The Texas Supreme 
Court rejected on 
Friday an appeal from 
Robert Springsteen to 
be declared innocent of 
the still-unsolved 1991 
Yogurt Shop Murders 
that killed four teenage girls. The ruling, issued without 
comment, affirms a state appeals court’s 2016 ruling 
that Springsteen could not meet the definition of “actu¬ 
al innocence,” and further that his 2014 attempt to seek 
such evidence was filed in a state district court that 
“lacks subject-matter jurisdiction to adjudicate 
Springsteen’s claims.” (That is, District Judge Darlene 
Byrne did not have authority to rule on the merits of 


the case.) Springsteen was originally sentenced to 
death after being convicted in the notorious killings, 
but in 2005 saw his sentence downgraded to life in 
prison - and then was eventually released in 2009 after 
DNA testing revealed the profile of an unknown male 
taken from a vaginal swab collected from one of the 
four victims. Former Travis County District Attorney 
Rosemary Lehmberg then dismissed charges against 
Springsteen, but would not declare him actually inno¬ 
cent - thus preventing his full exoneration and a 
wrongful conviction payout of $720,000. He remains a 
suspect in the unsolved murders; prosecutors have 
argued that his exoneration would prohibit their ability 
to retry Springsteen should they find new evidence that 
would tie him to the murders. - Chase Hoffberger 

Alex Jones vs. the World 

NBC is facing a defection of advertisers who refuse 
to have their products associated with Megyn Kelly’s 
upcoming Sunday night interview with Austin-based 
cable-access-star-turned-internet-conspiracy-king 
Alex Jones. The sit-down, scheduled to air June 18,

has caused ire because of Jones’ constant promotion of 
provable untruths and far-right cant. Kelly herself has 
also been disinvited from a charity event sponsored by 
Sandy Hook Promise, a gun control group launched 
by parents of children who died in the 2012 Sandy 
Hook massacre, for giving Jones (who claims the mass 
shooting was fake) a larger national platform. 

So far, the list of advertisers who withdrew has not 
been disclosed, except for JPMorgan Chase. Their 
chief marketing officer Kristin Lemkau tweeted, “As 
an advertiser, I’m repulsed that @megynkelly would 
give a second of airtime to someone who says Sandy 
Hook and Aurora are hoaxes. Why?” 

Kelly maintains that the interview has journalistic 
merit, and that she’ll tackle Jones on the “consider¬ 
able falsehoods he has promoted with near impuni¬ 
ty.” Jones has already fired back that NBC played 
into his genius plan by making him look bad on TV, 
and that clearly they were going to edit anything he 
said to make him look like a shameless, crowd-bait¬ 
ing, conspiracy theorist. “I went into Medusa’s pal¬ 
ace,” Jones said. - R.W.

More on the Mural 

Six Square, a nonprofit dedicated to preserving 
and cultivating East Austin’s black culture, announced 
on June 12 that it will assume conservatorship over 
the wall at the corner of 12th and Chicon streets, 
which until recently was home to a mural of iconic 
black artists. Six Square Executive Director Nefertitti 
Jackmon told the Chronicle that Chris Rogers, the 
artist of the original mural, will play a part in “devel¬ 
oping a long-term solution” for the wall, but that the 
community as a whole will be instrumental in shaping 
the future mural. Jackmon also said a community- 
based group will be charged with helping craft city 
policy to protect Austin’s public art. Rogers says he’ll 
be painting something “in the same vein as before, 
but supremely updated. There will be more women 
depicted without a doubt.” In the meantime, the wall 
was temporarily painted again this week with a quote 
from former Supreme Court Justice Thurgood 
Marshall in advance of Saturday’s Juneteenth cele¬ 
bration.

CODENEXT ADVISORY GROUP, COMMISSIONS 
READY FOR NEXT STEPS 


When CodeNEXT staff released the first draft 
of the new land development code in January, 
they set a June 7 deadline for public comment 
to be incorporated into the second draft. A week 
after that deadline, reports are still trickling in 
from community groups and city commissions. 

After two lengthy meetings, the CodeNEXT 
Advisory Group submitted eight pages of 
draft recommendations to the land use com¬ 
missions (both the Zoning and Platting 
Commission and Planning Commission) late 
on Tue., June 13. The CAG wrapped their June 
12 meeting at 9pm with lackluster support for 
the code rewrite in its current form. In a formal 
poll, half the group (12 members were in atten¬ 
dance) believed the draft should be implement¬ 
ed with “significant changes”; four voted for a 
“complete overhaul” of the draft; and two said 
they needed more time and information. 
Backing for the map was less uniform. 

Noticeably, the CAG recommended to 
decrease CodeNEXT’s current complexity by 
eliminating or reducing the three proposed 
zoning codes (form-based, use-based, and 
legacy - check “A Land Use Lexicon,” June 9). 
Steven Zettner suggested the project adopt 
a “simpler code with a unified set of stan¬ 
dards.” Another priority is to maintain Austin’s 
creative attributes. The group hopes the sec¬ 
ond draft includes “arts, music, and culture” 
in the project’s purpose statement and that 
CodeNEXT staff work with city boards to craft 
a new section to support those endeavors. 

More complicated recommendations 
include a request that the code better reflect 
Imagine Austin, the comprehensive city plan 
that birthed CodeNEXT. This would involve 
adding T6 zoning in regional centers like 
North Burnet/Gateway, prioritizing city cen¬ 
ters outside the “urban core” for new devel¬ 
opment, and better addressing income and 
age diversity. Also, the CAG asks that the 
new code support small and/or “iconic” busi¬ 
nesses to maintain community character. 

Two recommendations focused on minimiz¬ 
ing the risk of flooding: proposing the project 
conduct a watershed capacity analysis to 
determine limitations on impervious cover, 
and prohibit fees-in-lieu (when developers pay 


a fee instead of providing on-site retention 
ponds) for at-capacity drainage systems. The 
CAG also suggested the LDC consider incen- 
tivizing the “removal of impervious cover and 
the addition of trees and rain gardens.” Other 
takeaways include reduced parking incentives, 
refining cooperative housing to increase 
affordable housing options, making parks 
accessible to residents without the use of 
major roadways, providing affordable family 
housing near schools in the urban core, and 
strengthening water-quality protections. 

Though the CAG’s final report won’t be submit¬ 
ted until after their final meeting on July 5, most 
of their recommendations are done. The report 
will additionally examine CodeNEXT’s affordability 
incentives, set for publication this Fri., June 16. 
One member, Lauren Ice, suggested that those 
recommendations be added as an addendum to 
the report: “Two weeks is not a lot of time to dig 
into this,” she said, but others decided against. 

“I appreciate wanting more time, but I’m not sure 
how,” said Mandy De Mayo, executive director 
at HousingWorks. “I really want to make sure - 
because [this] is so important - that it’s included 
in the actual report.” De Mayo volunteered to 
take the lead on delving into the incentives. 

CodeNEXT came up again during at this 
Monday’s Planning Commission meeting. 
Chair Stephen Oliver asked commissioners 
to provide feedback on the first draft by the 
“middle of next week” in hopes of finalizing 
their recommendations as soon as possible. 
The PC will meet again on June 27, and 
Oliver has asked the American Institute of 
Architecture to attend and share with com¬ 
missioners AlA’s key findings on the draft. 

Fear of the unknown seemed to dominate 
the tone of Tuesday’s meeting. Though most 
of the agenda focused on other current plan¬ 
ning issues, several residents expressed con¬ 
cern over what would happen to the plans 
they’re currently fighting for or against once 
the code is put into action. In an attempt to 
mollify the crowd and commissioners, Oliver 
offered, “This is a historical major rewrite, 
but it is not intended to be the end of every 
conversation - but the beginning of many.”

TRUSTEES MULL BOND PACKAGE AFTER TABBING 
RODRIGUEZ TO SUCCEED SALDANA IN D6 



The Austin Independent School District 

took two major steps toward defining its 
future direction on Monday night, June 12 
- first appointing a new trustee, and then 
starting final discussions on the shape, size, 
and scope of a big-time bond proposal. 

There had been an empty seat on the 
board of trustees’ dais since April, when 
District 6 Trustee Paul Saldana stepped 
down, citing in part the extraordinary time 
demands of the unpaid board position. 
The board decided to appoint a replace¬ 
ment to complete his unexpired term, rath¬ 
er than calling a special election, and 
received three applications: Foundation 
Communities’ St. Elmo Neighborhood 
Project director and former IDEA charter 
school principal Alejandro Delgado, Seton 
Healthcare Family Chief Advocacy Officer 
and former Greater Austin Hispanic 
Chamber of Commerce president 
Geronimo Rodriguez, and PTA volunteer 
and computer specialist Glen Shield. 
Shield was always seen as an also-ran, due 


to comparative inexperience and the clear 
preference of the board to appoint a 
Hispanic replacement for its sole Hispanic 
representative. Delgado had a major strike 
against him due to his IDEA career, while 
Rodriguez seemed in good standing thanks 
to a nonendorsement type of endorsement 
from Saldana (“AISD: Refilling the School 
Board,” May 19). 

Even so, in the final days before the 
board’s Monday vote, Delgado seemed the 
front-runner. Rodriguez’s supporters spent 
the weekend sending letters and signing 
petitions, and ultimately, the board sided 
with Rodriguez in a unanimous vote of sup¬ 
port. (Though the vote may not have repre¬ 
sented the full opinions of trustees: District 
7 Trustee Yasmin Wagner made sure to 
praise each candidate, and District 3’s Ann 
Teich encouraged both Delgado and Shield 
to run again when the seat comes up for 
election next November.) 

With Rodriguez now filling out the roster, 
the board turned to discussing a bond pack¬ 


age for the November election - its first 
bond proposal since 2013, when voters 
rejected half of the propositions, leaving the 
district even deeper in a construction hole. 
This year’s bond discussion boils down to 
two figures: First, the $4.6 billion in required 
repairs and growth, as laid out in the dis¬ 
trict’s 25-year facility master plan (FMP); 
and second, the $1 billion left in the dis¬ 
trict’s bonding capacity. Go above that, and 


AISD would have to raise its property tax 
rate to cover the cost. 

According to Superintendent Paul Cruz, 
the 25-year FMP is a full overhaul of AISD 
sites. That’ll require a degree of prioritiza¬ 
tion in this bond cycle. For example, Cruz 
said he wanted to avoid “a situation like 
another T.A. Brown” - referring to the 
north-central elementary that closed after it 
became structurally unsound. The original 


LABOR NEGOTIATIONS: A NATTER OF POLICE OVERSIGHT 


The city and its police union resumed contract negotiations 
on June 8, 10 days after Labor Relations Officer Tom Strib- 
ling’s untimely death and just two days after interim City Man¬ 
ager Elaine Hart named Larry Watts, that office’s original 
manager, his replacement for the current round of collective 
bargaining with the city’s three public safety labor groups. At 
issue were three matters relevant to oversight - as such, the 
dominant figure on the city’s end was Deven Desai, Strib- 
ling’s predecessor at the LRO and the current police monitor, 
holding office there on an interim basis as the 
city searches for a permanent replacement for 
Margo Frasier. Both sides recognize that any 
reforms on oversight specifically will make for a 
long, drawn-out discussion that could last through 
the summer, but both appear to be willing to work 
together on the issue. 

Desai’s requests appear in line with the issues 
raised by residents during an April 20 hearing at 
City Council (“Double or Nothing,” May 26). He’d like 
to see civilians be able to file complaints against 
officers without issuing a sworn affidavit, citing citi¬ 
zens’ fears of retribution and of contact with immi¬ 
gration officials (a fear that thus far is unfounded 
with respect to Austin police officers). “Just 
because they don’t file an affidavit, why shouldn’t 
we at least look into it?” he asked the Chronicle after last 
Thursday’s meeting. “If it happened, it happened. We’ll find out.” 

Desai said he also wants the Office of the Police Monitor 
to be able to ask questions of officers during Internal Affairs 
interviews, and seeks subpoena power to force officers to 
answer questions. He’s mounting an effort to broaden the 
types of cases for which the Citizen Review Panel can 
issue disciplinary recommendations. Currently, the CRP can 
only recommend discipline in critical incidents (in-custody 


deaths, discharge of a firearm, or any other serious bodily 
injury as a result of an officer’s use of force). 

An item that could play out particularly slowly over the sum¬ 
mer is the concept of closeout meetings, wherein the police 
monitor would tell a complainant if APD issued any discipline 
on an officer in question. Currently, citizens who file complaints 
are only allowed to know about an administrative discipline if 
the officer was suspended for one day or longer, but there are 
a number of other types of discipline that don’t rise to that 

level, including oral and written reprimands, desk 
duty, and various types of counseling. “If you do 
all of those things, it’s a much different story than 
me just telling the complainant, ‘I’m sorry, the 
chief did not find if there was a policy violation 
that amounted to a suspension, so I can’t tell you 
what happened,”' he said. “Because if I tell you 
that, you walk away thinking APD condoned the 
behavior - that the city ... condones this behavior 
- when in fact that’s not the case.” 

Representatives from the Austin Police 
Association expressed initial skepticism at the 
proposal, questioning why the city would give privi¬ 
leged information to a citizen who isn’t legally 
bound to keep that information private. The group 
has a recent history with the city on this subject: 
Executive members were “shocked,” said APA President Ken 
Casaday, to learn that Frasier had held informal closeout 
meetings during her tenure. Casaday, however, told the 
Chronicle that the group isn’t ruling out any requested terms, 
and that past experience wouldn’t preclude them from negoti¬ 
ating with the city on the subject in the future. He noted that 
while the contract expires at the end of September, the negoti¬ 
ation process could potentially continue through next April, giv¬ 
ing both sides plenty of time to smooth out lingering details. 


“We want to try to work through issues,” he said. “We’re 
going to try to work with the city on their requests, but I can 
guarantee you that there will probably be some requests that 
we agree to, and a few of them in there we don’t.” Casaday 
also cautioned: “We’re not going to agree to any major chang¬ 
es until we get an idea of what we’re going to get in return.” 
He noted how the items the city is requesting “are rights that 
officers have” protected as part of the state’s civil service 
law. “They’re asking us to give those rights up.” 

One condition that both sides appear to agree on pertains 
to the amount of time cops spend waiting on third-party arbi¬ 
trators to hear appeals to disciplinary cases. A current 
shortage of arbitrators in the area has increased the length of 
the appeals process to close to eight months - not counting 
the actual arbitration, which can take another few months. The 
cops suffer in limbo not knowing whether they’ll be able to 
continue with their careers. And if an officer is found to have 
been wrongly suspended, for example, the city would be on 
the hook for back pay - not to mention that the officer’s oper¬ 
ations unit would have been short-staffed for that duration. 

“What we’re trying to do is come to an agreement with the 
city much like they do in Fort Worth and other places,” said 
Casaday, “which is, both sides will agree that the arbitrations 
need to be done much faster. We’re talking about [shortening 
the wait period to] about 90 to 120 days.” 

Negotiations are expected to continue through the summer. 
The next meeting is currently scheduled for June 22, though 
it’s unclear when the APA will have worked through the over¬ 
sight components in enough detail to discuss them again in 
open forum. Even Desai acknowledged that he supplied a 
hefty list, and the crew of APA negotiators have a lot to con¬ 
sider. “If you really want a good product, and you want some¬ 
thing that makes both sides happy, it’s something you don’t 
want to rush,” said Casaday. “It’s something that you need to 
take your time doing, and make sure all your Ts are crossed 
and your Is are dotted. Because it leads to nothing but prob¬ 
lems down the road when you rush things.” - Nina Hernandez 
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FMP laid out a long-term vision that the 
district’s Facility and Bond Planning 
Advisory Committee updated and priori¬ 
tized using three metrics: the facility condi¬ 
tion assessment (a scoring of how well- or 
ill-repaired a building is); overcrowding; 
and what Cruz called WSD - “warm, safe, 
and dry.” In its recommendations, delivered 
to the board last month, the FABPAC priori¬ 
tized $1.4 billion in investments over the 
next six years. The administration then 
took that $1.4 billion list and broke it into 
groups that it dubbed essentials. It recom¬ 
mended that the board only bring essentials 
group 1, totaling $989 million, to a vote this 
year - just shy of the critical $1 billion tax 
rate-raising point. 

The biggest single-ticket item will be a 
$187 million earmark for critical facility 
deficiencies, which would be the first real 
bite into the massive deferred maintenance 
bills the district has built up due to lack of 
finance. Essentials group 1 targets 14 cam¬ 
puses in particular, starting with replacing 
the buildings at Brown, Casis, Govalle, and 
Menchaca elementaries, plus building a new 
southwest elementary school and a middle 
school in West Austin, plus upgrades, reno¬ 
vations, and additions at Rosedale Special 
Education School and Austin and Bowie 
high schools, and either a new elementary or 
on-site expansion to ease overcrowding at 
Doss Elementary. In keeping with the dis¬ 
trict’s plan to improve and smooth student 
progress as they move up, the proposal also 
calls for coherent reinvention and modern¬ 
ization at the Eastside Memorial, LBJ, and 
McCallum vertical teams. 

However, an essentials group 1 logically 
leads to an essentials group 2. Cruz and 
staff painted this as still essential and desir¬ 
able, but not as pressing in need, and not a 
priority for this November. Totaling $407 


million, this list includes structural invest¬ 
ments like a new central food service pro¬ 
duction facility, and more controversial pro¬ 
posals like $22 million to revamp the 
Alternative Learning Center (located at 
the politically sensitive home of the original 
Anderson, Austin’s first African-American 
high school) and $125 million to build a 
dedicated campus for the Liberal Arts and 
Science Academy. 

The board quickly settled on a simple 
goal: one sub-billion bond, with no resultant 
tax rate increase. But as board president 
Kendall Pace wondered, “Now the question 
is, how do we fill that jar up?” The night 
then blurred out past midnight into incon¬ 
clusive horse trading. 

The major shift was a late proposal to 
play musical chairs in East Austin, a multi¬ 
part proposal to relocate Eastside to the old 
Anderson, then move LASA to the location 
of the current Eastside (which was, until 
2008, Johnston High). The proposal prompt¬ 
ed concern from Teich, worried this major 
plan had seemingly come out of the blue. 
Meanwhile, while every board member 
seemed eager to shift proposals from group 
2 to group 1, there were fewer offers of proj¬ 
ects to be killed to keep the bond below 
$1 billion. By contrast, District 1 Trustee Ted 
Gordon called to cut the bond to essential 
investments only - including, not surpris¬ 
ingly, projects like a northeast elementary 
and $12 million to shore up the crumbling 
ALC, both intended to help his district. 

The board scattered without any final 
decisions, and planned to reconvene at 
another work session, scheduled just as the 
Chronicle was going to press on Wednesday. 
The current schedule demands they reach a 
final decision at the Monday, June 19 board 
meeting, to be able to start campaigning for 
the November ballot. - Richard Whittaker

Departing From Local Control 

This legislative session, state GOP lawmakers ran an all-out assault on municipal values

In early February, just as the 85th Legis¬ 
lature was getting going, Gov. Greg Abbott 
declared Texas would “hammer” Travis 
County for Sheriff Sally Hernandez’s deci¬ 
sion to honor U.S. Immigration and Cus¬ 
toms Enforcement detainer requests only 
for those charged with serious crimes. 
Turns out the governor was packing quite 
the mallet. 

Abbott immediately stripped the county of 
$1.8 million in state grant funding, straining 
critical services for veterans and struggling 
families. But the battle against our residence 
(and residents) didn’t stop there. GOP legis¬ 
lators used Travis 
County to stir up fear 
and peddle mistruths 
about anti-immigrant 
Senate Bill 4, as 
Abbott bashed the 
county publicly, 
including during his secretive Sunday night 
bill signing. The state doubled down in May 
when Attorney General Ken Paxton filed suit 
against the mayor, City Council members, 
and Hernandez over the “papers, please”- 
style law, a move that again pits deeply red 
state leadership against its progressive capi¬ 
tal city. (Austin filed its own suit against 
Texas a few weeks later.) SB 4 intrudes on 
and overrides the policies in place at local 
law enforcement departments, a state- 
knows-best approach publicly opposed by 
virtually every police chief in Texas’ cities. 


While SB 4 stands as the most high-pro¬ 
file piece of legislation to target cities this 
session, it’s far from the only one. From the 
outset, the Texas GOP - while espousing 
the hallowed virtue of “local control” - 
made it a mission to chip away at local ordi¬ 
nances and the decisions of voters and 
democratically elected officials. In the ideo¬ 
logical battle to defend supposed “liberty,” 
legislators targeted everything from 
Austin’s bag ban to ride-hailing rules and 
affordable housing measures. And with a 
recently called special session, Abbott’s war 
against Austin will continue. 


“This is Austin-bashing on steroids,” said 
Rep. Eddie Rodriguez, D-Austin. He and his 
colleagues in the Travis County delegation 
spent a sizable share of their time fending 
off anti-local control bills. “I have not seen 
anything quite like this in the 20 years I’ve 
worked at the Capitol. Abbott is using us as 
a pinata, and he’s going unapologetically 
full throttle. He’s looking over his shoulder 
at [Lt. Gov.] Dan Patrick, one of the most 
extreme politicians, and trying to keep up.” 

The governor intensified his anti-city rhet¬ 
oric in March when he threw his weight 


behind a broad-based law to pre-empt local 
regulations - chinlessly asserting the country 
is not called the “United States of Muni¬ 
cipalities.” (House Speaker Rep. Joe Straus 
opposed the measure.) “Instead of the state 
having to take multiple rifle-shot approaches 
at overriding local regulations, I think 
a broad-based law by the state of Texas 
that is going to pre-empt local regulations 
is a superior approach,” Abbott told an 
audience at the Austin-based Texas 
Conservative Coalition Research Institute. 
This from the same man who bragged about 
waking up and suing the Obama administra¬ 
tion every day to 
resist “federal over¬ 
reach” - and maintain 
local control - when 
he was the state’s 
attorney general. 
“Many of the same 
people that are historically advocates for 
local control with respect to Washington 
don’t seem to share the same view when 
dealing with local communities,” Mayor 
Steve Adler told the Chronicle, noting the 
hypocrisy of some Republican legislators. 

The mayor acknowledged that the Texas 
vs. Austin tension isn’t particularly new, 
but what did appear novel was the Lege 
coming at all urban areas with guns blaz¬ 
ing. “Generally speaking there’s always 
been some measure of hostility toward 
Austin. We’re used to that, because we have 


different culture and values,” he said. “But 
one of the key differences this session is 
that it seemed the Legislature also showed 
a hostility toward most cities and urban 
areas generally. ... Cities are really the eco¬ 
nomic engines for the state, so I would 
expect Texas to do anything it could to 
strengthen cities. But that does not seem to 
be the view of the governor and many 
members of the Legislature.” 

Council Member Greg Casar, an outspo¬ 
ken critic of the state’s right-wing leader¬ 
ship, echoed that point - that as Texas 
metros such as Dallas and Houston turn 
bluer, anxious state legislators have ramped 
up their attacks on progressive ideology, 
usurping local ordinances as an avenue for 
control. “Austin-bashing at the Lege is a 
long-held tradition, but I think now the 
Legislature is focused on not just Austin 
but progressive governance in general,” 
said Casar. “It’s not just about pre-empting 
fair chance hiring rules or ride-hailing regu¬ 
lations: I think their strategy is part of a 
long-term plan to suppress cities as bas- 
™ tions of progressive power and to crush suc- 
cessful movements where working people 
5 have stayed organized. 

S “It will continue until they recognize 
5 their regime is built on a house of cards that 
h will fall apart when they grasp tighter and 
3 tighter for power. In the meantime, I think 
that their overreach is a clear sign they are 
getting very nervous.” 

OVERRULED! 

When Austin voters resoundingly opted 
to ensure ride-hailing companies require 
background checks and fingerprinting last 
May, Uber and Lyft - buoyed by powerful 
and flush lobby campaigns - skipped town 
in defiance of the commonsense safety 
measures. But now they’re back, thanks to 
Rep. Chris Paddie, R-Marshall, and his HB 
100, which undoes local rules and places 
transportation networking companies 
under the purview of the Texas Department 
of Licensing and Regulation. HB 100 does 
require local, state, and national criminal 
background checks, but it doesn’t force 
drivers to be fingerprinted; nor does it 
allow a number of other reporting and 
licensing measures included in Austin’s 
rules. Opposing the bill on the House floor, 
Rodriguez said he was defending a “clear 
mandate” from Austin voters. Yet when 
signing HB 100, Abbott heralded the law 
quashing local regulations as a “celebration 
of freedom and free enterprise,” and criti¬ 
cized Austin for rejecting that ostensible 
freedom. “As your governor, I will not allow 
Austin, Texas, to California-ize the Lone 
Star State,” he said, paying no mind to the 
fact that Uber and Lyft are both headquar¬ 
tered in the Golden State. 

Legislation this session didn’t just unrav¬ 
el democratically elected propositions; it 
also prevented options for local equity. As 
Austin struggles with gentrification and 
affordable housing, advocates and some 
council members hoped to institute linkage 
fees as a tool to alleviate the problem. The

LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR by Richard Whittaker 


Three weeks ago, local Democratic Rep. 
Gina Hinojosa had just finished with her first 
session. It wasn’t all bad; Hinojosa got a few 
bills and resolutions passed. But after the 
140-day grind, she said, “I’m just so ready to 
be home.” 

Yet that respite was brief. Just a few days 
before sine die (Monday, May 29), Lt. Gov. 
Dan Patrick and his lieutenants sabotaged 
key provisions necessary to keep several 
state agencies and programs open. Rather 
than just reconvening the House and Senate 
for a special session on those essentials, 
Gov. Greg Abbott added a near-unprecedent¬ 
ed 19 additional items to his call. 

(Lawmakers can’t take up the 
additional issues until the sun¬ 
set bill is passed. See “Special 
Session Specs,” p.19.) And 
even as a first-term lawmaker, 

Hinojosa knows what legislative 
veterans hold as Lege gospel: 

“30 days isn’t enough time to 
do all this.” 

Technically, the Texas 
Legislature only has one consti¬ 
tutionally required task: to pass 
the budget. However, the state 
has what are called sunset 
laws, under which the remit of 
every agency must be periodical¬ 
ly reviewed and renewed. No 
sunset bill, no state agency - 
and that’s what happened when 
Patrick’s emissaries blocked 
measures keeping the doors 
open at such vital offices as 
the Texas Medical Board. 

The clock was ticking. The 
House and Senate have until 
Sept. 1 of this year to pass 
something, or the agency starts 
winding down and Texas stops 
licensing doctors. That’s why 
Abbott had to convene a special 
session, but little else about 
his announcement makes much 
sense - other than the belief 
that Abbott has called a mara¬ 
thon special to placate his lieu¬ 
tenant governor. Rep. Eddie 
Rodriguez, D-Austin, called the 
20 items on the call “Dan Patrick’s wish list 
... and we have a governor who is constantly 
in fear of Dan Patrick’s shadow.” 

That supposed fear has brought about a 
lack of consistency from our governor. On 
June 2, he tweeted out a Houston Chronicle 
article on the regular session seeing its low¬ 
est number of bills passed in two decades, 
and commented: “This is good.” One week 
later, he was poised in front of news cameras 
demanding this raft of new legislation, which 
stretches from the divisive (more family plan¬ 
ning restrictions) to the politically motivated 
(ending payroll deductions for union dues). 
While there was a broad belief that Abbott 


would add the bathroom bill to the call, no 
one expected anything of this scale. Rep. 
Donna Howard, D-Austin, said, “He thought it 
was really funny that he surprised everybody 
this way, and I thought, That’s a funny thing 
to say.’” 

That’s funny-peculiar, not funny ha ha, and 
lawmakers like Rodriguez don’t see anything 
humorous about what’s coming. Back in 
January, Rodriguez predicted impasse and tur¬ 
moil within the House and Senate. His con¬ 
cerns proved prophetic when Patrick capsized 
any hopes for early bicameral bipartisanship, 
then seemed to manifest in full on the final 
day of the session, when Rep. Matt Rinaldi, 
R-Irving, threatened demonstra¬ 
tors and fellow lawmakers by 
calling U.S. Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement on them 
over Senate Bill 4, the hard-line 
“papers, please” bill. Rodriguez, 
who is policy director of the 
Mexican American Legislative 

> Caucus, reflected: “There was 
J no other way that the session 
g could have ended other than 
| the way it ended - other than 

a near-scuffle on the floor.” 

Rodriguez has already endured 
multiple special sessions. In 
2003, his first year in the Lege, 
then-Governor Rick Perry called 
special after special on redis¬ 
tricting while Democrats 
_ famously broke quorum by 
| fleeing the state to Ardmore, 

> Oklahoma. Slamming this spe-

already rejected by the House, 
the local representative 
said, “I’ve talked to several 
Republican lawmakers, and 
they’re furious. And I’m sure 
all the Democrats are too.” 

That anger exists not just 
_ because of the special’s topics, 
| but also the timing - going back 
! to Abbott’s announcement. The 
3 governor promised a decision 
| on a special by June 2, but 
missed that deadline by four 
days, before setting the seemingly arbitrary 
start date of Tuesday, July 18. That’s a full 
month after his June 18 deadline to veto 
approved bills from the regular session - as 
Howard noted, bringing lawmakers back 
before then meant risking them overturning 
his vetoes - and right in the middle of both 
summer vacation and legislative conference 
season. Many lawmakers were already plan¬ 
ning to attend the National Convention of 
State Legislatures Legislative Summit (Aug. 
6-9 in Boston), with some also heading to 
the annual meeting of the American Legislat¬ 
ive Exchange Council (July 19-21 in Denver),

suggested setting up a dedicated pool fund¬ 
ed by a fee of $2 per square foot on new 
commercial buildings, which would raise 
$60 million annually and create 400 housing 
units. HB 1449, co-authored by Rep. Ron 
Simmons, R-Carrollton, and local Repub¬ 
lican Rep. Paul Workman, scrapped that 
possibility altogether. “It’s an opportunity 
that many people loved that now won’t be 
realized,” said Adler. “It’s unfortunate the 
Legislature acted pre-emptively; I think we 
really could have come up with something 
universally endorsed.” 

A FEW VICTORIES 

However much damage the Lege inflict¬ 
ed upon municipalities this session, their 
sights were set even higher. SB 103, by Sen. 
Bob Hall, R-Edgewood, sought to scrap the 
city’s 2013 rules requiring that grocery 
stores halt use of single-use plastic bags. 
After opposition from environmentalists 
and even ranchers, the bag ban bill was left 
pending in committee. SB 451, by Sen. 
Kelly Hancock, R-North Richland Hills, 
would have greatly limited cities’ ability to 
regulate short-term rental properties. Aus¬ 
tin’s City Council last year voted to impose 
occupancy limits and a phase-out of com¬ 
mercial STRs. That ordinance can continue; 
though SB 451 was greenlit by the Senate, it 
died in a House committee. 

A measure that would have repealed Aus¬ 
tin’s hard-fought Fair Chance Hiring ordi¬ 
nance also withered away before hitting the 
House floor. Workman’s HB 577 would have 
rolled back a City resolution requiring pri¬ 
vate employers to hold off on asking about 
a job applicant’s conviction history until a 
conditional offer of employment is made. 
Casar called the victory “a real testament to 
the work of formerly incarcerated activists 
and their allies.” 

Another bill opposed by local officials 
saw defeat at the hands of a two-hour fili¬ 
buster by Sen. Jose Menendez, D-San 
Antonio. SB 715, by Sen. Donna Campbell, 
R-New Braunfels, would have forced cities 
of over 500,000 residents to gain voter 
approval before annexing areas. (At pres¬ 
ent, cities can annex 10% of their extrater¬ 
ritorial jurisdiction each year without a 
vote.) The bill would have created a tax 
equity problem; residents in proximity to a 
city can reap benefits without contributing 
to the tax base. And it would have done 
away with ongoing strategic partnership 
agreements between the city and municipal 
utility districts, said Sen. Kirk Watson, 
D-Austin, who opposed the legislation: 
“What business does the Legislature have 
involving itself in a successful agreement? 
If they aren’t going to be helpful, they need 
to get out of the way.” 

Watson said the Lege’s targeting of Austin 
is not necessarily unprecedented, but the 
level of aggression is. “It’s gotten really 
ugly. There’s always been a desire for some 
to use the Legislature as an appellate court, 
but it’s taken a turn where name-calling is 
involved,” he said. “What’s even more trou¬ 
bling is that there are real issues at the state 
level that aren’t being addressed.”

A NOT-SO-SPECIAL SESSION 

Gov. Abbott reignited his attack on Austin 
in early June when he announced that the 
Lege would reconvene for a special session 
on July 18 to - among other misplaced pri¬ 
orities - again take aim at local ordinances. 
During a press conference, he singled out 
Austin by name, slamming the city for 
“over-regulation.” The 20-item call includes 
a slew of measures to curb what local gov¬ 
ernment can do, from construction to heri¬ 
tage trees to texting while driving and a 
revival of Campbell’s failed annexation bill 
- all issues that directly impact Austin. The 
red-meat call also includes the discrimina-

tory anti-trans “bathroom bill,” which could 
roll back local LGBTQ protections. Bennett 
Sandlin, executive director of the Texas 
Municipal League, called respect for local 
control at the Lege “yesterday’s news,” and 
denounced the sweeping special session list 
as an “all-out assault on the ability of Texas 
voters to decide what’s best for their com¬ 
munities and their neighborhoods.” 

The agenda also includes a revisit of 
Houston Republican Sen. Paul Bettencourt’s 
property tax reform bill, SB 2, which would 
force voter approval if a city or county seeks 
to up taxes by more than 5%. (Currently, 
local governments can raise the tax rate up 


to 8% without triggering a rollback elec¬ 
tion.) Local officials such as Adler and Wat¬ 
son say pointing fingers at cities when it 
comes to property tax relief is a smoke¬ 
screen - the real culprit is the state’s over¬ 
reliance on an inequitable school finance 
scheme. “Some state leaders blame [prop¬ 
erty tax problems] on cities and counties 
when they ought to be looking in the mir¬ 
ror,” said Watson. 

For critics of Abbott’s state overreach, the 
finger-pointing illustrates another strategy: 
When a state dominated by one party pro¬ 
duces so many legislative failures - from 
school finance to racist voter ID laws to 
underfunded health care - the party must 
find a scapegoat, a villain to accuse, when in 
reality, they only have themselves to blame. 

SMELLS LIKE LOCAL SPIRIT 

Adler and Council Members Casar, Jim¬ 
my Flannigan, and Leslie Pool staged an 
impromptu press conference at City Hall 
following Abbott’s call for a special session, 
to censure the continued undermining of 
local authority. Adler dubbed Abbott’s 
sweeping agenda a “war against cities,” 
while Flannigan called the idea that one of 
the most successful cities in the nation is 
treated as a failure “a laughingstock.” 
Travis County Judge Sarah Eckhardt, still 
grappling with the impact of Abbott’s puni¬ 
tive funding cuts, chimed in separately: 
“We at Travis County have prepared for the 
prospect of another round of political 
game-playing at the Capitol. Despite the 
fact that this is a notably safe, prosperous, 
and fiscally sound community, the leaders 
of state government appear determined to 
create a crisis that will make it harder for 
us to meet the needs of our residents and 
our workforce.” 

The day before calling a special session, 
Abbott couldn’t resist taking another cheap 
swing at Austin, this time for its apparent 
libertyless odor: “As I was coming up here 
from Austin, Texas, tonight, I gotta tell you, 
it’s great to be out of the People’s Republic 
of Austin,” he said to a GOP audience in 
Bell County. “As you leave Austin and start 
heading north, you start feeling different. 
Once you cross the Travis County line, it 
starts smelling different. And you know 
what that fragrance is? Freedom. It’s the 
smell of freedom that does not exist in 
Austin, Texas.” A couple of days later, Mayor 
Adler hit back at Abbott’s rhetorical punch: 
“The air in Austin is pretty sweet with an 
unemployment rate that is a point lower 
than the state, a lower violent crime rate 
than the state, and the highest rates of pat¬ 
ents and venture capital in the state. ... And 
the air is sweet with tacos.” 

For Abbott, freedom means stripping cit¬ 
ies of democratically elected decisions, local 
autonomy, and progressive values, and sti¬ 
fling strong people-powered movements for 
equality and social justice. Considering 
Austin’s fearlessness in taking Texas to 
court over SB 4 and its steady vocal con¬ 
demnation of state bullying, it’s a safe bet 
local leaders will continue to fight tooth and 
nail to ensure Abbott’s doublespeak version 
of “freedom” never sweeps over the city. ■

a powerful right-wing think tank. If Abbott 
wants a less fractious House on its return, 
forcibly rewriting travel plans may not prove 
the best method. 

The not-so-brief interim also means lawmak-

ers will return to their homes just long enough 
to face the wrath of constituents, either angry 
the Patrick agenda didn’t pass already, or furi¬ 
ous that it’s returning. On top of that is 
Abbott’s decision to drag lawmakers into his 
escalating fight with Texas cities 
by overturning local decision making (see 
“Departing From Local Control,” p.16). The call 
stretches from major restrictions, such as crip¬ 
pling city budgets through new tax caps, to 
needless ones, like making the new and limit¬ 
ed texting-whi I e-driving rules the regulatory ceil¬ 
ing, not a floor upon which cities can build. The 
list even faced accusation of pettiness after 
Abbott effectively admitted that his attack on 


local tree protections has a personal history: 
Years ago when he was attorney general and 
living in West Austin, he’d gotten crosswise 
with the city over the Heritage Tree ordinance 
when he wanted to cut down a pecan tree and 
renovate (“Greg Abbott, Tree Killer,” p.10). 

But the biggest threat to localities may be 
SB 6, Patrick’s discriminatory bathroom bill. 
Local authorities and many lawmakers fear 
its passage will lead to a business boycott 
like that which hit North Carolina last year. 
The NFL, NBA, and Houston Texans owner 
Bob McNair have already warned against it, 
while Fox Broadcasting and Disney both look 


SPECIAL SESSION SPECS 


What’s a special session? A special session is when the governor - in this case, Greg Abbott - decides 
the Legislature has more business to attend to after the conclusion of its regular session. 

How do they work? The governor issues a call and sets a date (this year, July 18) to reconvene the 
Legislature. Lawmakers then have up to 30 days to deliberate on agenda items. 

Are special sessions common? That depends on the governor. While neither Ann Richards 
nor George W. Bush called any specials between 1993 and 2002, Bush’s successor Rick Perry 
famously called a full dozen. Specials generally deal with major issues like school finance, or 
controversial and high-profile issues like voter ID or abortion restrictions. 

What’s on the call this session? Primarily, sunset legislation to keep the Texas Medical Board and 
several other state agencies operating. 

That sounds essential. Why didn’t it pass during the regular session? Because the Senate, 
under Lt. Gov. Dan Patrick, sabotaged House measures in revenge for representatives refusing to 
pass the infamous bathroom bill and measures for school vouchers. 

Is that it? Yes and no. Abbott has stated that he will issue a staggered call. Once the sunset bill has 
passed out of the Senate, he’ll add another 19 items, listed below in Abbott’s official language 
(with our layman’s understanding of each item’s intent in parentheticals): 


2) Teacher pay increase by $1,000 (to be done 
without allocating any additional state 
funds) 

3) Administrative flexibility in teacher hiring 
and retention practices (making it easier to 
hire and fire experienced staff) 

4) School finance reform commission (estab¬ 
lishes a commission, kicking the can down the 
road yet again) 

5) School choice for special needs students 
(aka “school vouchers”) 

6 ) Property tax reform (which would cripple 
a city or county’s ability to cover operating 
costs, like police and EMS) 

7) Caps on state and local spending (see above: 
linking spending to population growth and 
inflation, not actual cost) 

8 ) Preventing cities from regulating what prop¬ 
erty owners do with trees on private land (an 
attack on Austin’s Heritage Tree ordinance) 

9) Preventing local governments from changing 
rules midway through construction projects 
(pandering to the construction industry) 

10) Speeding up local government permitting 
process (more pandering) 

11) Municipal annexation reform (limiting a 
city’s ability to annex unincorporated areas 
that lack services) 


12) Texting while driving pre-emption (setting 
the new state standards as the ceiling, not 
the floor, for local safety regulations) 

13) Privacy (Abbott’s one-word description for 
the bathroom bill) 

14) Prohibition of taxpayer dollars to collect 
union dues (an attack on workers organizing) 

15) Prohibition of taxpayer funding for abortion 
providers (a specific attack on Planned 
Parenthood) 

16) Pro-life insurance reform (ditto) 

17) Strengthening abortion reporting requirements 
when health complications arise (ditto ditto) 

18) Strengthening patient protections relating to 
do-not-resuscitate orders (Making families jump 
through more hoops as their loved ones suffer) 

19) Cracking down on mail-in ballot fraud (Abbott’s 
hobby horse since his days as attorney general) 

20) Extending maternal mortality task force (as 
essential as the sunset bill) 

Can lawmakers file other, off-topic bills? Yes. 
But even if they pass (which they never do), 
Abbott can still veto them. 

Do lawmakers have to pass these bills? No. 

They could conceivably just pass sunset, call 
sine die, and go home. If they do, it’ll be up to 
Abbott to weigh the political risk of calling 
them back again. -R.W. 


set to relocate productions out of state if it 
passes. Austin Mayor Steve Adler has fired 
back at Abbott that a special session should 
be concentrating on helping, not hindering, 
the cities that are the state’s economic driv¬ 
ers, and should take a serious look at school 
finance. “Instead,” he said, “it looks like 
we’re having a special session about a bath¬ 
room bill. Really?” 

For Hinojosa, the most frustrating items 
involve Abbott’s vague nods toward school 
finance reform. It was Patrick’s team that sank 
the carefully crafted reforms in HB 21 - the 
result of two years of negotiations - and now 
Abbott wants districts to magically raise teach¬ 
er salaries by $1,000 without raising taxes or 
any additional state contribution. A former 
Austin ISD trustee, Hinojosa admitted: “I can’t 
imagine what that one bill would look like.” 

The overwhelming question now becomes 
whether Abbott is really serious about the 
extended call, or just showboating to fend 
off a potential primary challenge next year 
from Patrick. The call is five times longer 
than Abbott’s original tally of priority items 
for the regular session, which made Howard 
wonder: “Is this a long laundry list just to 
show that you can create a long laundry list 
of red-meat items?” 

Perhaps. At his initial announcement, 
Abbott may have given the anti-Patrick House 
an escape clause, saying that if lawmakers 
did not pass all 20, it was for lack of will, not 
time. If Speaker Joe Straus refuses to play 
ball, Abbott has given no indication that he 
would call another special. Said Hinojosa: 

“I think it would be a wise move, and all the 
House members would love it, if the speaker 
went, ‘We’re going to pass the sunset bill, 
and otherwise, we’re part-time legislators 
and we’ve done our work.’” ■

The New Power Nap 

If high schoolers seem stressed by active

$3 million in back taxes, but the state’s 
appeals board ruled against it in April. 
Penthouse had insisted that its performers 
were more akin to counselors for lonely men, 
and that the club’s “door charge” was an 
untaxable fee for therapeutic health services. 

James Pelletier, 46, was arrested in Hollis, 
Maine, in May after he fired a BB gun point- 
blank at his two sons, ages 9 and 11 - but 
only, he said, as a “rite of passage” into 
maturity (perhaps thinking the experience 
would help them become as mature as their 
father). He said if the kids knew how it felt to 
get shot, perhaps they would not be so quick 
to fire their own guns. 


Military Allies in Odd Places 

1) In April, three days after ISIS fighters 
reportedly executed 25 villagers about 50 miles 
south of Kirkuk, Iraq, the three murderers were 
themselves killed (and eight more wounded) 
when a pack of wild boars overran their position 
and gnawed them into martyrdom. 
2) In April, a Russian naval reconnaissance ship 
sank in the Black Sea off of Turkey (likely op: 
Syria-related) when it collided with a livestock 
barge flying the flag of Togo. All aboard the 
Russian ship were rescued; the much-heavier 
Togolese vessel suffered barely a scratch. 

Perspective 

Rights in Conflict: An elderly German man, 
unnamed in news reports, was fined the 
equivalent of $110 in May for “terrorizing” 
neighbors in the town of Hennef by violating a 
2015 agreement to lower the sound of his 
pornographic videos. He demanded sympathy 
because of his hearing disability, arguing that 
if he wore headphones, he could not hear the 
doorbell, or burglars, and therefore would feel 
unsafe. At his May hearing, he objected to the 
characterization that the “sex sounds” were 
from videos; on the day in question, he said, 
he had a prostitute in the room. “It was not 
porn,” he insisted, confusingly. “It was live!” 

Oops! 

In May, Cincinnati Mayor John Cranley 
(apparently) mindlessly signed the proclama¬ 
tion designating a special day for the late Tre 
Hummons (submitted by his grieving father, to 
honor the son’s “sacrifice”). Tre Hummons 
was killed in 2015 by a police officer - but 
only after Tre had just shot and killed another 
Cincinnati police officer. 

Winneshiek County (Iowa) Engineer Lee 
Bjerke said he had no idea how the driver of 
the loaded 18-wheeler had missed the “Load 
Limit 3 Tons” sign at the entrance of the small, 
rickety bridge near Cresco in May, but in sec¬ 
onds, the span was wiped out, and the tractor- 
trailer had become part of the Turkey River. The 
loaded grain truck weighed more than 30 tons. 

The Continuing Crisis 

You Mean Jethro and Abby, Too? In contrast 
to the exciting work of the TV series (near the 
top of broadcast ratings for the last decade), 
real agents in the Naval Criminal Investigative 
Service have labored over computer screens 
eight to 10 hours a day for two months now, 
employing their facial-recognition software - 
just to scour websites to identify victims of 
nude-photo postings of military personnel that 
came to light earlier this year. “You get pretty 
burned out,” said the NCIS director. A simple 
word search of “uniformed military nude” got 
nearly 80 million hits, according to a May 
Associated Press dispatch from the Quantico 
Marine base, where the 20 investigators labor 
side-by-side.

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What the Eye Doesn't See 

JENNIFER RAYE’S BOA RETINA EXPLORES MESSY 
GENDER UNCERTAINTY by James Renovitch 


A single eye - angular and unblinking - stares down, offer¬ 
ing words of discouragement. “You have a choice here with 
how you present yourself, and you should make the mature 
and responsible one,” it says, ensuring your path to self-dis¬ 
covery is that much more tortuous. 

The eye is part of Jennifer Raye’s interactive art installation, 
Boa Retina, and her first with a content warning: “Transphobia 
and emotional/physical abuse.” Don’t let the disembodied eye 
make you think the game is an entirely impressionistic telling 
of a universal coming-out story. Raye clarifies, “I didn’t want 
to just make a game about being trans, 
but about my experience being trans.” It’s 
an experience the eye would like to deny 
you while navigating Boa Retina, and an 
experience she admits “was not very nice 
all the time.” 

Creating the game itself has taken an 
emotional toll as well. After a showing of 
an early version of Boa Retina, the often shy Raye tweeted: “I 
feel like I barely exist right now.” Conversely, her oft-updated 
Twitter bio contradicts the notion that she is just a shrinking vio¬ 
let, describing her as an “Idealistic Magical Girl Out of Spite.” In 
the end, Raye’s complex outlook lives in the game that she 
agrees is “relatively dark.” The contrast to her previous work - 
which includes an interactive Claymation tale and surreal digital 
playground - is striking. “I’m not sure I want to make some¬ 
thing this dark again,” she admits. “At least for a while.” 


Raye credits the Austin game development and trans com¬ 
munities and the denizens that live in the overlap of that 
Venn diagram for giving her the support to make such a per¬ 
sonal work. In a more concrete show of support, Boa Retina 
is the byproduct of Raye’s participation in the Arcade of 
Anything residency program sponsored by Juegos Rancheros, 
Austin’s local indie games collective and nonprofit. 

Boa Retina is uniquely multimedia while remaining rooted 
in the digital world. It uses a variety of tech and interfaces to 
engage the viewer. Everything from a current PC setup to an 
Atari 2600 running Raye’s own creation 
offers insight into the floating eye’s moti¬ 
vations. Other dated tech includes a 
monochrome handheld PC and a PDA. 
(Remember the brief period when that 
acronym didn’t solely mean “public dis¬ 
plays of affection”?) Raye explains her 
use of an Atari - a system that predates 
her by more than a few years - “In middle school and high 
school, I had nothing better to do with my time, and I just like 
digging through old stuff like that.” 

All of the varied components are used to convince the wary 
eye of an increasingly obvious truth. “You’re basically trying to 
prove that you’re trans,” Raye says with a gentle laugh that 
one wishes the eye could see. ■ 

A digital version of Boa Retina is scheduled 
to be released June 30.

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Block Party 

Zach Theatre's In the Heights brings us the life and pride 
of an immigrant neighborhood at an important time 



Maybe it shouldn’t be so unique, this musi¬ 
cal In the Heights. There should be probably 
lots of other artistically and commercially 
successful plays about a working-class, immi¬ 
grant neighborhood, with stories that engen¬ 
der empathy but not pity. 

But there aren’t. Audiences at the 
big theatre companies don’t often 
get to see the dignity of people who 
have grown up in a neighborhood 
that’s about to get hit with a wave of 
gentrification. And In the 
Heights isn’t the first major 
play to show life in a diverse 
Latino community, but at a 
point in history when anti¬ 
immigrant sentiment seems 
ubiquitous, it feels like a 
bold expression of identity. 

So it may be that 20 years from now, In the 
Heights will be a theatrical footnote compared 
with writer Lin-Manuel Miranda’s other work 
(Hamilton, anybody?). But right now, it’s impor¬ 
tant to reckon with what In the Heights offers. 

Two storylines out of several grab most 
of one’s attention. Usnavi (Keith Contreras- 
McDonald), who owns a bodega on the cor¬ 
ner, has been in love with Vanessa (Alicia 
Taylor Tomasko) but unable to work up the 
courage to let her know. He’s also eager to 
make something more out of his life, just as 
she’s desperate to get out of the barrio and 
out into a life of her own. Meanwhile, Nina 
(Cristina Oeschger), the hardworking girl from 
the neighborhood who could do no wrong, 
has returned from her first year at Stanford. 
Only, she’s lost her scholarship because it 
turns out that working two jobs to afford the 


rest of college makes studying hard. Benny 
(Vincent J. Hooper), who works for her par¬ 
ents, gives a kind and understanding ear, and 
he’s exactly the guy you’d want your daughter 
to date if you didn’t have a proud, patriar¬ 
chal streak that screws up everything 
(Fernando Acevedo as Nina’s father 
Kevin). 

The biggest criticism of the show 
may be that with so many complex 
threads weaving through the life of 

this neighborhood, it’s hard 
to imagine all of them find¬ 
ing such a tidy resolution in 
three days’ time. But this 
play (Miranda wrote the 
music and lyrics, Quiara 
Alegria Hudes authored the 
book) is about a community, 
not a character or a family or an issue. That 
it gives a satisfying end to its many stories, 
each of which is complex in its own right, 
rather than treating the lives of its characters 
as tragic, is important right now. 

Michael Balderrama’s direction is strong 
and well-paced, and Allen Robertson’s musi¬ 
cal direction is excellent. Oeschger as Nina 
and Tomasko as Vanessa are two standouts 
among the cast, but with such a strong 
ensemble one can imagine a casual poll 
of the audience would turn up a long list of 
favorite performances. 

Anna Louizos’s set exemplifies the balance 
that this production of In the Heights strikes. 
This block is rough around the edges, but it 
has pride and a lot of different kinds of peo¬ 
ple making things work. Most importantly, 
there’s life here, and it’s a lot of fun to watch.

Olympe de Gouges is an artist with an 
agenda. In the heart of the French Revolution, 
she is pushing herself to write a story pow¬ 
erful enough to move the people of France 
toward an egalitarian democracy. She needs 
a story that embraces freedom. A story about 
epic heroism. A story about some badass 
women. And her timing couldn’t be more 
perfect. Just as Olympe sits down to pen her 
life’s work, three other revolutionary icons 
- Marianne Angelle, Charlotte Corday, and 
Marie Antoinette - come barging in with lofty 
agendas of their own. These ladies of note 
need a playwright - posthaste! An assassin’s 
last words need to be composed, an elitist 
monarch with a fondness for wigs looks to do 
a little posthumous PR, and slaves toiling in 
Haitian sugar fields thirst for liberty! 

Fortunately, Olympe de Gouges is quite 
the accomplished playwright when it comes 
to telling stories of revolution, abolition, and 
feminism. Unfortunately, she is also battling 
an extreme case of writer’s block. At the 
moment, even the little decisions are too 
much (at one point, Olympe nearly has an 
aneurysm over whether or not to use pup¬ 
pets), and the tell-tale wads of crumpled 
paper under her desk have begun to multiply. 
As if artistic indecision isn’t enough to drive 
her batty, de Gouges’ frustration is exponen¬ 
tially exacerbated as three extremely signifi¬ 
cant historical figures with A Lot to Say vie for 
her attention with the passion and purpose of 
an under-quota canvasser in a Whole Foods 
parking lot. As each character draws closer 
to the guillotine’s blade, de Gouges must 


write as she’s never written before in order 
to document and preserve herstory in a world 
focused primarily on remembering history. 

And now you know the plot of The 
Revolutionists, a thoughtful and utterly 
delightful take on the importance of telling 
stories set against an utterly horrific period of 
French history. Rudy Ramirez directs Shrewd 
Productions’ latest offering, which features 
a flawless ensemble composed of actors 
Sarah Marie Curry (whose Olympe de Gouges 
is equal parts artist and mad scientist), 
Valoneecia Tolbert (as an extremely engaging, 
graceful, and quick-to-quip Marianne Angelle), 
Gricelda Silva (a scrappy and stab-happy 
Charlotte Corday), and Shannon Grounds (who 
comically softens Marie Antoinette, taking her 
from “Let them eat cake!” to “Aren’t there any 
more snacks?”). This extremely entertaining 
production is rounded out with a minimalist 
but spot-on set design by Chris Conard and 
absolutely beautiful period costumes courtesy 
of Jennifer Rose Davis. 

There are many themes running through 
Shrewd’s must-see production, but ultimately, 
The Revolutionists is a story about the power 
and importance of telling stories. It’s also 
about how difficult it can be to write them 
down sometimes, even when your protago¬ 
nists are literally yelling their character arcs 
straight into your face. History may be written 
by the winners of wars, but storytellers and 
other artists guard the legacies of heroes 
because they know this to be true: Art can 
change the world more effectively than the 
guillotine ever will. - T. Lynn Mikeska

It doesn’t have a name. It is nowhere. It’s a dark¬ 
ened village in a landscape of black oil and fire where 
color, if it ever existed, has been obliterated, and the 
original residents, whoever they were, have long since 
gone extinct. What is left are voids, the turbulence 
of storms and floods, explosions that spew viscous 
fluids and bilious clouds of rank acid and fumes. The 
old inhabitants may be gone, but their homes and 
machines remain, and the noxious effects of that civi¬ 
lization’s unstoppable need laid waste. You cannot live 
here, even with the abandoned, but still pristine, wood 
homes like cabins, flooded in the black seas of oil, 
and even if bizarrely modern contraptions populate the 
silence. Even if boats still float on the poison oceans. 
This place can no longer hold life. 

Or so it would seem. 

Inside the flooded structures are figures like trees 
and roots sprouting from the roofs and walls, waving 
their branches toward the darkened clouds, somehow 
alive, somehow striving still, even after all the acrid 
terror that has taken place here. They ride ships low 
and heavy in the seas like Civil War ironsides. They sit 
beside the weird, lonely machinery shaped like gramo¬ 
phones with bells pointed skyward emitting exhaust 
instead of music. They are part of the world, they are 
of it. They are one with the industrial product. They 
beat inside the abandoned works like hearts. 

It’s a wasteland with the resonance of a distant 
lonely planet or an oil field in West Texas writhing with 
turbines, derricks, and dust devils. It is uninhabitable, 


and yet the entire landscape seems organic, siphoning 
pitch like blood. 

The predominant tone is black. The blackness is in 
the sky. It’s in the ubiquitous liquid. It is also in the 
soil. Some objects like great tubes grow out of the 
ground and spew the blackness, like tar, into pools. 
Out of the pools grow fires and alien life forms, com¬ 
bustible things with unrecognizable shapes: horns, 
balloons, mushroom clouds. 

But most of all fire. 

This world, whatever it is, is our own. We can review 
the imagery as if through a telescope and comfort our¬ 
selves that it’s all far, far away. That it isn’t even real. 
Only it is. The artist, like Seuss in The Lorax, is telling us 
our future. No matter how far away it may look, it is famil¬ 
iar. This is terrifying, because despite whatever life may 
exist in this landscape, it is not thriving, it is clinging. It is 
holding on as well as it can in a roiling storm, prolonging 
the moment before it is consumed, dashed against the 
rocks, left stranded, or drowned in the chemical deep. 

It does resemble a landscape, this nowhere, but it 
also looks like something else: a body. The roots of its 
dying creatures expand in black tendrils like a nervous 
system. It isn’t a telescope we’re looking through, it’s a 
microscope. It isn’t a distant planet, it is ourselves. The 
oil is in our veins. The smoke chokes our lungs. The fire 
obliterates us from the inside out. It is difficult to identi¬ 
fy hope here. It’s treacherous to find the way out. To see 
past the destruction. To feel, in this overburdened place, 
that the tide can be turned. - Sam Anderson-Ramos

Joe T. Garcia’s Mexican Restaurant in Ft. Worth may be the most 
famous taqueria in the Panther City, but that doesn’t mean you should 
avoid it. At least once. 

This north side institution has been dishing out the beans and rice since 
1935, and they do a lot of things right. The long lines at suppertime usual¬ 
ly move fairly quickly as the staff steadily flip the tables. Still, it’s not 
uncommon to wait an hour or more at peak times. 

The ornate dining hall and luxurious patio are deceptively spacious with 
a seating capacity of 1,000. Attractive young waitstaff deliver the evening 
meal in a matter of minutes after you order. Their efficiency is helped by a 
menu limited to two basic choices - fajitas or cheese enchiladas. 

Either selection offers generous portions, but the kitchen caters to a cli¬ 
entele preferring mild flavors. The salsa, on the other hand, is chunky and 
spicy enough to wake up either dish. 

Joe T. Garcia’s is owned by descendants of the founders and occupies 
the same corner at 2201 N. Commerce St. in Ft. Worth. It’s not far from 
the historic Stockyards tourist district, which explains how so many out-of- 
towners find the place. Unless you enjoy long conversations while waiting 
for a seat, only go on weekday afternoons. 

If you’re willing to forgo bragging rights earned by a visit to the Mexican 
food icon, try Joe T.’s sister restaurants. Esperanza’s Bakery and Cafe at 
2122 Main St. and 1601 Park Place Ave. are excellent alternatives. The 
menus are more varied and feature some of the Garcia family recipes, 
including Joe T.’s famous enchiladas.

Review: J.T. Youngblood's 

FRIED CHICKEN JOINT STILL A LITTLE GREEN 


Some restaurants seem like riddles. When 
it was announced almost three years ago that 
chef Todd Duplechan of Lenoir, Jeffrey’s co¬ 
founder Jeffrey Weinberger, and former TRIO 
GM Jeff Haber were rolling back the stone of 
the beloved J.T. Youngblood’s Fried Chicken 
chain, the concept seemed like a sure bet, 
even as Austin hospitality was starting to 


bloat. The brand still held a special place in 
the hearts of Texans of a certain generation, 
and young Austinites never seem to tire of 
having nostalgia for the imaginary past. I was 
shocked that on the first week of opening, 
our group immediately found a seat. 

But a lot of things have happened since 
then, not the least of which was a mini-implo-

sion of Austin’s hospitality scene. The com¬ 
petition for the dollar is higher than ever, and 
there are scarcely enough people to fill the 
thousands of front- and back-of-the-house 
positions that are needed. Even the restaura¬ 
teurs most committed to a living wage aren’t 
able to pay enough to ensure their staff 
starts off with the experience necessary for a 
seamless operation. 

I suspect that that’s 
what’s going on at J.T. 

Youngblood’s, an imper¬ 
fect concept that has all 
the elements of success 
- affordability, family¬ 
friendliness in a growing affluent neighborhood. 
And it has fried chicken, which Austinites have 
lately brought back from the vault like some 
forgotten glam rock record. Good chicken at 
that - juicy whether cooked rotisserie over an 
oak fire or fried with a well-seasoned crust. But 
on five visits, I have never seen a crowd. 

That’s certainly not the fault of the environ¬ 
ment. The interior design team did a good job 


of referencing the past without looking like a 
set-piece, reproducing historical ephemera 
such as pop art and scattering the room with 
period detail (bent wood, aluminum table 
edges, tufted banquette backs) that doesn’t 
read as dusty thanks to a wood plank skin. 
The use of cheery, primary colors (mimicking 
the tri-color palette of the original’s match¬ 
books and takeout 
boxes) gives the interior 
a sense of timelessness, 
which is especially 
important for a restau¬ 
rant trying to have cross- 
generational appeal. 

And the food should be crowd-pleasing 
even if it is clear that the line still has some 
things to figure out. This is a place that 
serves delicate yeast rolls with butter and 
honey, organic soft serve, and the greatest 
hits of Texas pie making - all things that tend 
to defy criticism. And the sides - the sort you 
would find at a meat and three, some with 
slight variations to tradition - are made with

Light and flaky, the Brazilian cheese bread 
at Lua Brazil molds into irresistibly scented 
globes as they sit in the portable toaster 
oven at owner Christiano Prado’s market stall. 
Whiffs of parmesan and spices drift lazily 
through the tepid Austin air and entice pass- 
ersby to stop for a bite of breakfast. As they 
contentedly contemplate their mouthfuls, 
Prado reveals that they are enjoying a gluten- 
free treat. Most faces respond quizzically to 
the claim. How could something so airy and 
bready be gluten-free? 

According to Prado, it all began with a 
trade embargo. 

“About 200 years ago, Europe stopped 
sending flour to Brazil because they wanted 
to be independent. So they did an embargo,” 
Prado explains. “So [Brazilians] started to 
make bread with what they had, which was 
tapioca. So they mixed it with milk, eggs, 



and cheese too.” Over the centuries, the 
resourcefulness of Brazilian bakers evolved 
into something that “unites the whole of 
South America”: the ubiquitous and beloved 
street food, pao de queijo, or as Prado simply 
calls it, cheese bread. 


Prado’s pao de queijo, however, does have 
a few tweaks that add a little Texas spice to 
the recipe. Most notable is the flavor variety. 
Prado says that “there are a ton of products 
[in Brazil] that are cassava-based that are 
super delicious,” but cheese bread only comes 
in one flavor. Lua Brazil expands on tradition, 
offering five delightful flavors - traditional, 
pizza, basil, jalapeho, and lactose-free. Anoth¬ 
er - French toast - should be widely available 
at Austin area markets in a few weeks. 

Cheese bread is a deceptively complex 
pastry. “It’s a process that is pretty inten¬ 
sive,” says Prado, a realization that hit hard 
when he first began experimenting with 
cheese bread for his friends. At the time, the 
former geologist didn’t own a mixer. “I was 
doing it with a wood spoon and a bowl,” he 
says. But Prado persevered through 5am 
wake-up times and experiments with unusual 


ingredients until he was able to produce what 
he calls the “OMG factor.” 

Prado still has to make a few sacrifices, 
however, namely resigning himself to a recipe 
adapted to the American palate. One of the 
major departures from tradition is in his 
selection of cheese. “Traditionally it’s a 
cheese from Minas Gerais,” he says, but 
“we use more parmesan here in the U.S.” 
Prado admits, “I think there’s more flavor. 

It’s even better, I think.” 

Clearly, the customers agree. “We sell out 
everywhere,” Prado beams - “everywhere” 
being most Austin-area farmers’ markets, 
as well as those in Dallas, Waco, and New 
Braunfels. Still, Prado is the first to admit 
that “there are some people that don’t like 
it.” But he doesn’t let the naysayers detract 
from his efforts to convert Austinites to his 
cheese bread ministry. After all, he says, 
“There are some people who don’t like choco¬ 
late. Not everybody likes cheese, but you 
know what? I’m fine with that. But people 
who like it really like it.” - Jessi Devenyns

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ingredients that should satisfy most helicop¬ 
ter parents (the inexpensive draft cocktails 
should calm their nerves). 

Mashed potatoes, whipped with buttermilk 
and served with a velveteen gravy, are a 
gussied up version of fast food spuds. The 
vibrant potato salad is a revival from another 
bemoaned restaurant, Dallas’ Solly’s Barbecue, 
where Duplechan worked as a teenager. The 
white mac & cheese is a sophisticated take 
with a butter cracker crumb and a hint of 
rosemary, but a classic version with sharp 
Cheddar might have served the populist ten¬ 
dencies of the restaurant better. Order the 
smoked butter beans instead, a sharp rejoin¬ 
der to the notion that all Southern vegetables 
should be reduced to mush. 

Unfortunately, consistency is an issue. I 
ordered the mac three times; the spirals were 
only cooked to the desired al dente once. On 
one visit, I had Cholula ready to spice up the 
previously bland Hoppin’ John, only to find it 
unnecessary. The service is just as confus¬ 
ing. I’ve experienced counter service, full 
service, and a baffling combination of the 
two over my visits. 

Normally, such missteps would discourage 
me from giving repeat business, but I keep 
going back for quick lunches. The difference 
is that Youngblood’s seems quick to correct 
their errors, and to meet customer expecta¬ 
tions where they have not. That shows a lack 
of ego that is far too rare in Austin’s hospitality 
scene. For now that - and the damn good fried 
chicken - are enough. - Brandon Watson

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Brewed Awakening 

Japanese iced coffee might change your daily grind

As soon as average coffee drinkers wrap 
their heads around a new style of drink, the 
coffee geeks of the world always seem to 
move on to something new. Austin’s seen an 
explosion of cold brew in the past few years, 
and while most coffee shops in town now 
offer cold brew that takes as long to prepare 
as brisket, forward-thinking shops also 
offer a less familiar cold option: Japanese- 
style iced coffee. 

So, what’s the difference? 

Making cold brew (trademarked as 
“toddy”) entails steeping coffee grounds in 
water overnight, typically resulting in a 
concentrate that’s low in acidity and high in 
caffeine. The texture is usually stouter, and 
the long brew time emphasizes darker cof¬ 
fee flavors like chocolate and caramel. 

Japanese-style iced coffee differs in that 
each cup is made to order. Baristas measure 
out the beans and put them into a pour-over 
brewing device like a Clever, Kalita Wave, or 
Chemex. Then they drip hot water onto the 
grounds, which trickles directly into a 
carafe full of ice. 

If cold brew is like smoking a brisket, 
Japanese-style iced coffee is similar to sear¬ 
ing a steak. Instead of a brew time that can 
exceed 10 hours, baristas accomplish the 
same goal in a matter of minutes. The result 
is a more acidic cup with lower caffeine and 
more tea-like consistency. Coffee nerds 
gravitate toward it because it’s better suited 
to expressing the unique taste of each bean, 
bringing out fruitier and less conventional 
flavor profiles. 

Houndstooth was one of the first to pio¬ 
neer this style in Austin, dating back to the 
opening of their original North Lamar loca¬ 
tion in 2010. Even though they’ve been 
serving it for years, baristas still need to 
explain the process to many customers, 
who expect it to be related to Vietnamese 
coffee sweetened with condensed milk. 
Many still prefer cold brew, but the lighter 
and naturally sweet alternative has devel¬ 
oped a following. 

“We cater to a lot of businesspeople 
Downtown. If you want some caffeine in the 
afternoon, but you don’t want a straight IV

of cold brew, this tends to produce a less 
caffeinated cup,” says Gregory Alford, head 
coffee coach at Houndstooth. 

Granted, those looking for a grab-and-go 
option might not have time to wait for a 
personally brewed cup, but Alford sees 
many advantages to Japanese-style. For a 
cafe that already serves pour-overs, the 
extra time required to brew each cup to 
order isn’t much of a wrench in workflow; 
brewing typically only takes three to four 
minutes, and watching the barista in 
action connects the customer to the prod¬ 
uct. Both methods use roughly the same 


bean-to-water ratio (1:16, after cold brew 
concentrate is cut), but steeping cold brew 
for so long creates a sponge effect where the 
grounds absorb a significant amount of 
water. Plus there’s some silt that escapes 
the filtered bags, meaning more coffee is 
lost in straining. Overall, Japanese-style is 
actually more efficient. 

Of course the staff at Houndstooth realize 
that plenty of drinkers might be skeptical of 
the process and hesitate to pay an extra dol¬ 
lar for Japanese-style ($4.80 for 16 oz.), but 
they believe the upcharge is worth it. 

“I think all food industries are having the 
problem right now of trying to convince 
people that a premium version is worth a 
premium price. It’s like, 7-Eleven has cof¬ 
fee. People say coffee is coffee, it all has the 
same name. So it can be hard to convince 
them that something is worthwhile or spe¬ 
cial,” says Alford. 

Another advantage of Japanese-style iced 
coffee over cold brew is that it’s actually 
much simpler to make at home. Instead of 
buying specialized filter bags or gadgets, 
it’s easy to adapt almost any home drip 
brewer. Use half the amount of water you 
normally would to brew, and fill the bottom 
of the pot with an equal amount of ice. The 
recipe accounts for dilution, so just brew 
the coffee as you normally would. This 
works best in a pour-over method like 
Chemex, but an old Mr. Coffee machine will 
accomplish the same goal. Basically you’re 
just brewing hot coffee, but letting it drip 
directly onto ice. 

“This stuff is not hard. It’s mystified, but 
it’s very accessible and doable,” says Alford, 
who is about to publish a book on the sci¬ 
ence and methods of coffee extraction 
called Grounded. 

The tea-like consistency and subtler fla¬ 
vors also make it an appropriate base for 
some of Houndstooth’s signature drinks, 
ranging from a coffee version of an Arnold 
Palmer to a forthcoming coffee slushie 
reminiscent of a 7-Eleven Slurpee. 

Despite the coffee nerd pedigree of 
Japanese-style, Houndstooth baristas don’t 
turn up their noses at regular cold brew 
drinkers, but see this as another way for 
customers to explore different expressions 
of the coffee bean. 

“There will always be cold brew drinkers. 
Brewing hot and brewing cold just extract 
very different flavors from the same coffee. 
One isn’t better; this is just a great way of 
showing there’s other options,” says Alford. ■

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Unapologetically 

Evelyn 

The “Bill Murray of YouTube” is making 
the internet a better place

She’ll tell you herself: Evelyn From the 
Internets is a raggedy kindred soul, a doting 
internet cousin, and a Magical Black Girl. 
Her YouTube channel, with over 8 million 
views and 100K subscribers, is right up 
there with Wellbutrin as far as mood boost¬ 
ers go. She’ll teach you how to make hum¬ 
mus, discuss Black Twitter dragging, and 
share her Hot Cheeto hair dye fiasco. She 
doesn’t cuss or showcase her bae; she’s an 
advocate for natural hair and a master of 
spontaneous accents. Beyonce played her 
video at a concert, and this accidental inter¬ 
net star chose Austin to be the city where 
she pays rent. Evelyn Ngugi is a beacon of 
(blue) light, tackling the dark side of the web 
with her downright therapeutic humor. 

When Ngugi joined YouTUbe in 2008 or so, 
the internet was a different place. She signed 
up with an old AIM username and originally 
had no intention of posting videos, but as 
she started making friends through video 
responses, she found commu¬ 
nities and folks she related to. 

As her relationships and audi¬ 
ence grew, Ngugi began to set¬ 
tle in with a new role. She 
explains, “I think my comedy 
and storytelling allows people 
to heal through laughter. To 
feel validated in their struggles 
and their stories. Too often, 
marginalized people are tasked with solving 
problems they did not manufacture. I am not 
focused on eradicating hate by using my pre¬ 
cious time and life to convince bigots of their 
bigotry. I choose instead to speak life into 
those who are down, so that they can stand 
up and continue,” says Ngugi as she “steps 
off the Miss America soapbox.” 

To date, she’s posted nearly 500 videos, 
each gathering hundreds of comments, and 
the Evelyn brand expands into all the other 
social media platforms, including nearly 
23,000 Twitter followers and 82,000 Facebook 
followers. In April, Ngugi was chosen as one 
of the 27 YouTubers - one of five from the 
U.S. - in the Creators for Change program. 
Selected for their individual channels’ mes¬ 
sages on tough subjects like racism and 
xenophobia, and for their positive impact 
on diversity in media, each of the fellows 
has been given equipment and production 
grants to help develop new projects. Says

Ngugi, “I’m surrounded by people I admire, 
and to finally have the resources to bring 
my ideas to life is a dream come true. The 
goal of the fellowship is to give emerging 
creators the resources necessary to produce 
dope content. I am so used to thinking, 
‘How can I cut costs and do things alone?’ 
So I’m just trying to open up my mind 
again to all the possibilities.” 

Masterminding video selfies isn’t even 
close to all she does, either. Ngugi is a video 
producer for NaturallyCurly.com, a website 
and online store celebrating natural hair 
and all the curls. She also co-produces, with 
her friend Doyin Oyeniyi, a nonfiction web 
series titled Austin While Black. Ngugi says, 
“We both attended the University of Texas 
for journalism and realized that outside the 
realm of UT, we didn’t really know much 
about the city and the larger community we 
belonged to. With Austin’s rapid growth, 
population shifts, and housing inequalities, 
we decided to make a series 
that tries to answer the ques¬ 
tions, ‘Where are all the black 
folks in Austin?’ and ‘What is it 
like to be here?”’ They’ve com¬ 
pleted 10 episodes and are in 
the process of raising funds for 
a documentary. 

Ngugi is also participating in 
the We Are film series, a narra¬ 
tive short film series that offers a glimpse into 
the lives of seven women of color who call 
Austin home. (Rill disclosure: The Chronicle’s 
digital media coordinator Tamar Price is a 
producer.) Ngugi explains, “I can’t talk much 
about my character’s episode, but the series is 
a reflection of all our stories in this city. 
Austin’s marketing is A-plus, but when you 
get here, you quickly realize the things this 
city values with its money, politics, and infra¬ 
structure are not the same things that make it 
‘weird’ or ‘cool.’ Artists do that. And artists are 
still struggling. We Are will shed light on a 
group of women who are too often passed up, 
but we’re still here creating.” 

Despite all this, she says (in her “So You’ve 
Been Publicly Dragged by Black Twitter” 
video) she’s not a “beacon of wokeness,” but 
we’d beg to differ. Sure, she’s got a whole 
bunch to say about Drake and chewing gum 
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and bad pickup lines, but one of Ngugi’s spe¬ 
cialties is also broaching heavier subjects. It 
requires a special skill set to thoughtfully 
opine on the responsibilities of a public plat¬ 
form and wavering social justice warrior sta¬ 
tus with belly-laugh-inducing humor, and 
the magic is in her unabashedly authentic 
online presence. If the comments on her vid¬ 
eos are any indication, she’s a beloved super- 
star. She says her love for her “internet 
cousins” outweighs her “disdain for being on 
the internet sometimes.” She adds, “I discon¬ 
nect a lot. Going ghost is part of my ‘brand,’ 
you could say. I don’t feel pressure from my 
internet cousins to be a content-creating 
machine as much as I feel a little pressure to 
be positive and happy and funny even when 
the world makes me feel the opposite.” 

“I think viewers expect YouTubers to be 
walking memes and have jokes on cue. A 


sista is just in the cut sometimes! Laying 
low and enjoying life. I am the self- 
proclaimed Bill Murray of YouTube. That’s 
why my outro for every video is ‘See you on 
the internet somewhere.’ I make no prom¬ 
ises on where or when, but I’ll see you when 
I see you. Every once in a while, someone in 
public will look at me like, ‘Oh, where do I 
know her from?’ ... and in my brain I just 
whisper, ‘the internetsssssss ...’” (No one 
will ever believe you.) 

Still, all the weight of raw self-exposure is 
worth it. Ngugi says, “I’m driven by the 
outrageous assumption that someone, 
somewhere in the world needs to hear my 
stories. That someone will benefit and final¬ 
ly feel seen or validated in their experiences 
because I dared to be myself.” ■

The One-Percent Solution 

Salma Hayek gives a sly performance in Beatriz at Dinner

Signing a petition is easy. Calling your 
congressman - worthy, yes, but that’s only 
10 minutes of your day gone. You wanna 
really test your core values? See how you 
respond when you’re sipping white wine with 
a monster. 

A masseuse and holistic healer, Beatriz 
(Hayek) didn’t get an engraved invitation to 
this particular dinner party, a chichi to-do in 
a Los Angeles gated community. When 
her Volkswagen breaks down at the 
house of wealthy client Cathy (Britton), 
Beatriz is asked to stay for dinner. 

(They have a warm relationship - 
Beatriz helped the family through a 
cancer crisis - although Cathy’s husband 
raises an eyebrow at the last-minute invite.) 
A small gathering of business partners and 
their wives celebrating a windfall, the party 
includes a developer mogul named Doug 
Strutt (Lithgow). Doug is the kind of captain 
of industry our culture has for most of its 
history lionized; certainly at this party, he is 
the sun around which everyone else rotates, 
eagerly refilling his glass and laughing extra 
heartily at his jokes. 


Everyone but Beatriz. As Hayek plays this 
outsider - a Mexican emigre in a plainly 
different income bracket, at first mistaken 
by Doug as “the help” - she is watchful, 
curious, even welcoming (she greets these 
strangers with a hug). But she’s not going to 
fluff anyone’s feathers. And while she is flu¬ 
ent in English, she doesn’t speak the same 
language as this moneyed set; their glibness

doesn’t compute. So when Beatriz begins 
to better understand, over the course of the 
night and many drinks poured, Doug’s char¬ 
acter - his oppressive business dealings, 
the African safari killings for sport - she’s 
not about to be confined by the strictures of 
polite society. It isn’t her society. 

Director Miguel Arteta and writer Mike 
White, whose creative partnership first started 
with the influential 2000 indie Chuck & Buck, 
cast a bemused eye on the one-percenters. 


There’s a marvelous tracking shot stalking the 
three wives as they click their stilettos 10 feet 
to the right to strike a new pose; they look like 
the kind of women used to having a camera 
trained on them. Still, there’s something a 
little off-putting about this smirking picture of 
affluence. Back pats, I guess, to the audience 
for being able to recognize their grossness; 

I longed for a hard elbow to challenge my 
beliefs, not just reaffirm them. 

With a jauntier score, a sense of humor 
sharpened for the jugular, you can picture 
a version of Beatriz that’s straight satire. 
Instead, what the filmmakers are aiming for 
is something more strange and under the 
skin and almost unbearably sad - a mixture 
of mood well familiar to fans of White’s 
HBO show Enlightened. I can’t imagine that 
tonal complexity working - and it does work, 
sometimes exquisitely - without Hayek’s 
performance. Unvarnished and often silent, 
she holds the camera’s gaze like a dare. 

She cuts such a striking figure, you’ll want 
to follow her anywhere ... and where the film 
ultimately follows is utterly gutting.

THE BOOK OF HENRY

There are many reasons we go to the mov¬ 
ies. To laugh, to cry, to feel. Cinema can pro¬ 
vide a balm for our souls and a glimpse into 
lives we would never know had we not bought 
the ticket (or more often, clicked play on our 
streaming service). What then, to make of The 
Book of Henry, one of the most ill-conceived 
films I have seen in recent memory. A story 
of a genius boy (he prefers the term “preco¬ 
cious”), Henry (Lieberher), who, when he’s 
not filling notebooks with Rube Goldbergian 
sketches and plans for his family’s future 
(Naomi Watts is the mom, Jacob Tremblay is 
the younger brother; no idea where the dad 
went), he’s balancing the checkbook and play¬ 
ing the stock market. Oh, and he dies of a 
brain tumor 30 minutes into the movie. 

In a script that would have been killed in 
a first round of pitches in any Screenwriting 
101 class, The Book of Henry then becomes 
a film about the notebooks that Henry left 
behind, and how Susan (Watts) and her 
remaining son Peter (Tremblay) deal with the 
fact that Henry has noticed that their next-

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door neighbor Christina (Ziegler) is being 
abused by her stepfather Glenn (Norris). 

Our first hints at Glenn’s unsavoriness is 
conveyed by his solemn admonishment that 
Susan keep the leaves from her trees off of 
his lawn, which is the movie’s shorthand for 
saying, “this guy is a real creep.” It doesn’t 
help that Dean Norris has nothing to do but 
look like Dean Norris, which is the extent of 
his character development. Henry has not 
only left detailed notebooks behind, describ¬ 
ing an elaborate plan for Susan to free 
Christina from her stepdad’s clutches, but 
he also left audiotapes for her to listen to, 
complete with pauses and asides, as if they 
were having a conversation. It is a cheesy 
and maudlin conceit in a film that revels in 
both of those things. At the point in the film 
where Watts’ Susan is running through the 
forest with a sniper rifle, I was out. The Book 
of Henry is the most misguided film since 
the 2003 Gary Oldman abomination Tiptoes.

matter. Philip is callow and impetuous, more 
hysterical than tormented, and certainly no 
psychological match for Rachel. But is she a 
merry widow or a disenfranchised woman in 
a world of landed gentry?

direct a new screen adaptation of Daphne du 
Maurier’s 1951 novel of the same title, does 
not come through in this movie. One would 
think that a strong new vision of an exist¬ 
ing work would be the reason compelling a 
filmmaker to wade into its slipstream, but if 
Michell had a vision that involved an update 
of the largely forgotten 1952 Hollywood ver¬ 
sion (which starred a very young Richard 
Burton and Olivia de Havilland, sister of 
Joan Fontaine, who had starred in Alfred 
Hitchcock’s very successful adaptation of du 
Maurier’s Rebecca) or a change of perspec¬ 
tive on that film and its numerous produc¬ 
tions in other media formats, that inspiration 
has been lost in his new version. My Cousin 
Rachel (2017) retreads du Maurier’s luscious 
mix of Gothic trappings and psychological 
mystery, but it’s a wan concoction that’s 
never fully convincing or engaging. 

The film tells the story of Philip Ashley 
(Claflin, of The Hunger Games and Their 
Finest), who was orphaned as a child and 
then taken in and raised by his cousin 
Ambrose (also played by Claflin). Philip 
adores his cousin, who raises the boy in 
an all-male household on a rugged, country 
estate where peasants are often seen work¬ 
ing the land with scythes. Philip returns to 
his guardian’s estate after attending college, 
admitting in the effective voiceover used to 
set up his early history, that he has no affin¬ 
ity for books. When Ambrose turns ill, he 
goes to Italy to recover, as was the custom 
in those days. Philip receives letters from 
Ambrose telling of delightful times spent 
with his cousin Rachel, whom he eventually 
weds. Soon, Ambrose’s letters turn darker, 
remarking on his inability to bear the sun 
and the onset of terrible headaches, as well 
as expressing fear of Rachel’s constant sur¬ 
veillance of him. Ambrose refers to her as

have no concept of aging, let alone four- 
wheeled mortality, or for that matter Joseph 
Campbell’s monomythic “Hero’s Journey.” 

Retreading aside, Pixar’s animation gleams 
and rivets the eyes for nearly every moment 
of this comeback-kid semi-comedy. By now, 
that’s a given. Their attention to background 
animation, be it gravel, mud, or chunks of 
steel-belted radial tire debris coming at you 
in 3-D - employed to great, subtle effect here 
- fires on all cylinders, and the voice acting 
is bang-on (including that of the late Paul 
Newman and Tom Magliozzi of NPR’s Car Talk, 
who is also no longer laughing his contagious 
guffaws along this mortal wavelength). 

The story, from a sextet of Disney/Pixar 
scribes, has a much less firm grip on the 
track. Subplotted between the main issue of 
Lightning getting his mojo back (or not) is a 
strangely unfulfilling pseudo-romance between 
that little engine that could and his new 
trainer, a lemon-yellow Porsche that goes by 
the name of Cruz Ramirez (Alonzo). There’s a 
thready theme of female empowerment here 
that feels tacked on, although bumper-to- 
bumper, it’s really Lightning’s story almost all 
the way to the checkered flag. While I can’t 
recommend Cars 3 to any parents I know, 
their offspring will have a ball viewing all the 
eye candy up on the big screen. As Lightning 
McQueen comes to realize, obsolescence is 
a bitch, but that doesn’t mean you’re headed 
to the junkyard anytime soon.

Employing a comfortable blend of drama and comedy, 
Their Finest also functions as a period piece set during 
the London Blitz of 1940, a behind-the-scenes movie 
about the making of movies, and a female-empowerment 
story about women in the commercial workplace while 
male employees were off fighting World War II. An engag¬ 
ing panoply of characters populates the film, but its 
central character is Catrin Cole, a copywriter who reports 
for a job at England’s Ministry of Information, only to 
discover the job is to write “slop” (the dismissive term for 
women’s dialogue) for public-service propaganda films. 
Catrin learns the ropes of screenwriting from Tom Buckley, 
while dealing with her husband Ellis (a painter of bleak 
cityscapes deemed too depressing for exhibition) at home. 
A restrained romantic triangle plays out over the course of 
the film.

Over the 
next seven years, Antonina and her zookeeper husband 
Jan watched helplessly as their precious zoo animals 
were decimated by Nazi bombs or point-blank killings by 
soldiers. With their zoo bereft of animals and visitors, the 
couple hatched a brave plan to siphon out Jews from the 
Warsaw Ghetto and hide them in their basement. By the 
war’s end, the Zabinskis had saved the lives of more than 
300 Jews. Though the atrocities experienced by Poland’s 
Jews sometimes feel like background to the horrors under¬ 
gone in the foreground by the animals, the film conveys a 
tale of courage and opposition to authority that provides 
valuable inspiration for any era.

OTHER WORLDS AUSTIN ORBITER 
SUMMER SERIES BEGINS by Richard Whittaker 


Set your brains for the future. 7:30pm, 
every third Wednesday, all summer long, sci- 
fi film festival Other Worlds Austin will be 
bringing new and astounding films and film¬ 
makers to Austin as part of the Orbiter sum¬ 
mer season. For festival founder Bears 
Fonte, it’s a way to high¬ 
light “films that will fall 
between the cracks for 
our festival.” 

OWA’s out-of-festival 
screenings actually predate 
the festival itself. In July 
2014, five months before 
the inaugural three-day 
event, Fonte organized a 
screening of found-footage 
horror Dark Mountain. He’d 
originally booked that at the 
Austin Film Festival, when 
he was booking their Dark 
Matters strand, and he 
wanted to adapt AFF’s tradi¬ 
tion of year-round booking. 

He said, “It was something that was impor¬ 
tant to keep the message of the festival 
going all year round.” 

Fonte described the year-round booking 
ethos as just an extension of OWA prime. 
Over time, he said, audiences get “your 
headscratcher, thinking sci-fi, versus your 
guns-blasting sci-fi, versus your horror. If you 


watched all of Orbiter, you’d get a feeling for 
what our festival is like.” 

Take the breathtakingly bizarre and visually 
striking Dave Made a Maze, which screens in 
July. Fonte described it as “a horror movie 
that feels like an indie comedy,” which blew 
him and his staff away 
when they saw it at 
Slamdance. Because it’s 
been acquired by Gravitas 
for a September release, 
that ruled out a main festi¬ 
val screening, but then 
that’s exactly why he 
launched Orbiter. 

The season also includes 
pandemic thriller Diverge and 
isolation horror Island Zero, 
but begins with the North 
American premiere of 
Yesterday Last Year, which 
Fonte called “lowest-budget 
time travel. I swear, this 
movie could have been made 
for $100.” That’s to its strength, stripping away 
effects in favor of “a great example of indie film 
writing,” said Fonte. “I was very excited about 
a film which is three people in a room arguing 
about what happened, and the audience has 
to work out, 'Did that happen in real time, or 
did that happen because someone built a 
time machine to try to change things?”' ■

You never know the last time you’ll see 
your friends alive. Death mostly adheres to 
an unknown time table, which is why you 
always take the trip - make the most of 
every moment - and never hold back your 
love and gratitude. 

As we raced to San Antonio last Sunday, 
three full-time Austin music men exchanged 
origin stories in my band van. Each of us per¬ 
meated the local scene in different decades, 
yet our lives shared a common booster: 
Margaret Moser. Singer/sound man/ 
booker Paul Minor began under her wing 
in 1981 when he served 
the Chronicle’s first intern¬ 
ship. Rocker/writer Tim 
Stegall considers Moser 
his mother after 25 years 
of guidance and support. 

Me? Well, Margaret Moser 
made my dreams come true 
when she plucked me out 
of Planet K to become a 
music journalist. 

There are hundreds of 

others like us - musicians, writers, fans, and 
industry folks - who’ve had doors opened 
for them by the Chronicle scribe and Austin 
Music Awards director, who retired in 2014 
after 33 years of service. She doesn’t merely 
connect with people. She champions them 
and passes on their stories. As such, Austin 
holds a special reverence for Margaret 
Moser, whose name remains synonymous 
with the city’s music scene. 

If you’ve noticed her profile trending lately, 
it’s because the public now knows that she

still momentum behind Agent of Change and would 
like to see it go to Council in August.

After thriving despite stage IV colon can¬ 
cer for the last three-and-a-half years, the 
63-year-old Chicago native has entered home 
hospice. The tidal wave of love that’s since 
engulfed her now overflows with public par¬ 
ties at her South Texas Popular Culture 
Center, part of a graceful outro that also 
includes producing a traveling exhibit on 
delta bluesman Robert Johnson’s Texas his¬ 
tory, arriving locally at Antone’s on July 1. 

Last weekend’s love-in at Tex Pop saw 
generations of musicians, writers, and friends 
worshipping at the altar of 
Moser. Accompanied by 
her rock, husband Steve 
Chaney, she posed for 
1,000 pictures, soaked 
in Stegall’s touching 
performance of Johnny 
Thunders’ “You Can’t 
Put Your Arms Around a 
Memory,” and fawned over 
Oliver Gray, toddler son of 
another writer she helped 
raise: Chris Gray, who wrote this page, then 
called “TCB,” from 2003-2007. Of course, 
Moser founded the Chronicle’s music news col¬ 
umn, initially called “In One Ear,” in 1981 when 
the paper began. As far as I’m concerned, 
it’s still her page. I’m just keeping it warm. 

Until she squeezed my hand on Sunday,

time I’ll be here, just the last time I’ll be 
here this afternoon.” 

Needing to talk to a priest, I returned 
to Austin and immediately swung by the 
Northside Iron Cactus, where Reverend 
Merrill Wade of Saint Matthew’s Episcopal 
Church hosts his weekly Soul of a Musician 
Series, featuring artists performing/discuss¬ 
ing their songs. Wade consoled me, explain¬ 
ing that it’s a primitive human experience to 
see your elders pass. 

Serendipitously, that night’s event touched 
on another elder’s passing. Renowned bass¬ 
ist and producer George Reiff, who died last 
month from cancer complications at age 56, 
was a friend of Wade’s and had been booked 
to perform at the Soul Series that night. He 
had planned to lead a group of guest song¬ 
writers as a way to thank all of his friends 
and fans who had supported him during his 
battle with illness. When Reiff’s health took a 
nosedive, his onetime band Cotton Mather, 
fronted by friend Robert Harrison, took over 
the gig as a dedication. 

“I’m going from grief to gratitude,” offered 
Harrison amid an incredible set of lyrically 
inclined power-pop, largely pulling from recent 
comeback albums Wild Kingdom and Death 
of the Cool. “He was the best friend you 
could have and one of the greatest bass 
players in captivity.” 

After a 90-minute performance loaded 
with lighthearted Reiff anecdotes, the full 
house stood up from their tables and gath¬ 
ered around the stage for a sing-along of 
“Let It Be,” written by Reiff’s childhood bass 
inspiration Paul McCartney. That hymnlike 
Beatles song brought one woman to tears. 
For me, it ushered in an emotional Zen. I 
remembered McCartney wrote it after his 
long-deceased mother visited him in a dream, 
bringing him inner peace and reassurance. 

That reminded me that the people you love 
never leave you. ■

ALL OVER THE MAP: 

TRUE HEROES OF 
TEXAS MUSIC 

by Michael Corcoran 
UNT Press, 308 pp., $29.95 

Michael Corcoran doesn’t love music. Not in 
the drooling, dogmatic, hero-worshipping sense 
that sequences the DNA of most critics. Rather, 
his reverence manifests for characters, stories, 
and cultural consequences surrounding the art 
form. The veteran Austinite’s post-retirement 
transition from pundit to historian peaks with 
a majorly expanded and beautified version of 
his 2005 book All Over the Map: True Heroes of 
Texas Music. Music history runneth over in the 
hands of Corcoran, whose preamble rattles off 
dozens of Lone Star landmarks that didn’t get 
chapters, from Ornette Coleman to Beyonce. 

“There’s no way this book can be complete and 
still be portable,” he admits. Often, “Corky” 
shines his flashlight on nonhousehold names, 

chief among them being Trinity-born Rebert Harris, who revolutionized Houston/Chicago 
gospel institution the Soul Stirrers with his intense low-high-low style before quitting at 
peak fame and giving way to a young unknown named Sam Cooke. Getting his due locally, 
renowned yodeler Don Walser goes from the ultimate late-bloomer who waited until retire¬ 
ment in pursuing a performance career full time to a crossover country act beloved by 
and playing amongst punk bands at Emo’s and opening for Johnny Cash. There’s no Willie 
Nelson chapter, but his shy, straight-laced sister Bobbie, whose been accompanying her 
younger brother on piano for 80 years, receives one of the best. All three entries, which 
include first-person interviews or attempts thereof, make the reader want to immediately 
set his or her ears upon their music. Meanwhile, All Over the Map illuminates better-known 
home state stars uniquely. When writing about Houston rap, Corcoran equates master 
innovator DJ Screw to hip-hop psychedelia. Framing the psychic assault of left-field punks 
the Butthole Surfers with Apocalypse Now, he becomes an imaginary private investigator 
hired to track down frontman Gibby Haynes by his former employers at the Peat, Marwick 
& Mitchell accounting agency, and through the culturally uninhibited perspective of band 
dog Mark Farner. Other music history books read like Wikipedia entries by comparison.

CORNYATION: SAN 
ANTONIO’S OUTRAGEOUS 
FIESTA TRADITION 

by Amy L. Stone 
Trinity University Press, 

188 pp., $24.95 

Every broiling April in 
downtown San Antonio 
erupts Fiesta, the Alamo 
City’s equivalent to Mardi 
Gras, complete with an 
expansive bacchanal of 
music and parade floats. 

Amidst the 10-day celebration is the absurd, 
satirical show at the center of Cornyation: 

San Antonio’s Outrageous Fiesta Tradition. 
Attending her first Fiesta in 2009, author 
Stone found herself captivated by lesbian 
couples and suburbanites partying side by 
side as they all took in San Antonio’s city 
manager, decked in stiletto boots, morphing 
into the iconic King Anchovy. Begun in 1951 
as a family-friendly event aimed to mock the 
“social elite,” the coronation of the Queen 
of San Antonio then grew into sharp, witty 
commentary that offered inclusive space in 


the civic celebration for the LGBT community. 
Stone balances storyteller and historian in 
traversing the vibrant landscape giving birth 
to the Empress of the Cracked Salad Bowl - 
the Sixties space race-leaning inauguration 
of a Sputnik empress - and general gay-boy 
realness. Cornyation proves communities can 
raise a middle finger to homophobia, igno¬ 
rance, and the status quo while still raising 
nearly $2 million for local HIV/AIDS charities.

THE BROKEN SPOKE: 
AUSTIN’S LEGENDARY 
HONKY-TONK 

by Donna Marie Miller 

Texas A&M University Press, 244 pp., $24.95 

As the Broken Spoke rolls through its fifth 
decade, the local honky-tonk finally gets a 
properly bound documentation. Following 
last year’s big-screen detailing, Honky Tonk 
Heaven, Donna Marie Miller dives into the 
story of Spoke proprietors James and Annetta 
White, and their endeavor’s half-century as 
a two-stepping outpost on South Lamar. 
Tension between tradition and change plays 


a necessary back¬ 
drop to the account, 
contemporary condos 
now overshadowing 
the dance hall, but 
the Spoke’s ability to 
survive amid urban 
boom while retaining 
its foundational ethos 
makes a compelling 
case for the honky-tonk 
as the most essential 
venue in Austin. While the Armadillo World 
Headquarters cohabited rednecks and hip¬ 
pies locally, the Whites’ veneration of cowboy 
counterculture did as much to cement the 
unique hybrid defining the capital city as 
Willie Nelson. Miller brings the Spoke to life 
with loving detail through extensive interviews 
with the proprietors, who extrapolate on 
the overflow of photos that line their walls. 
While The Broken Spoke: Austin’s Legendary 
Honky-Tonk overly relies on the owners’ recol¬ 
lections, the author understands that their 
history is inextricable from the business, and 
alternates between the Whites’ personal tri¬ 
als and professional peaks. Ultimately, that 
tight focus gains poignancy as the family 
becomes as familiar as James White’s classic 
stage introductions. - Doug Freeman 

COWBOY SONG: 

THE AUTHORIZED 
BIOGRAPHY OF THIN 
LIZZY’S PHILIP LYNOTT 

by Graeme Thomson 
Chicago Review Press, 

362 pp., $17.99 

Phil Lynott (1949-1986) 
embodied contradiction. 

As portrayed in Cowboy 
Song, Irish journalist 
Graeme Thomson’s 
account of his life, Thin 
Lizzy himself was a 
family man enamored 
of behavioral rock star 
cliches, a studio disciplinarian given to gross 
personal excess, and a generous but intensely 
private spirit plagued by narcissism and self¬ 
doubt. Born in England of an Irish mother and 
a Guyanese father, the self-described “Half 
Caste” relocated to Dublin at 4 and steeped 
himself in the country’s legends, laying the foun¬ 
dation for his early songs. “The Boys Are Back 
in Town”-only disciples are introduced to the 
Emerald Isle mythology permeating the blues-to- 
metal UK combo, though by Lizzy’s prime that 
core had been mostly excised for barrel-chested 
rock & roll doctrine and lovelorn laments. This 
more conventional approach and a strong dedi¬ 
cation to craft deposited the group on charts 
worldwide and the permanent enshrinement of 
“Jailbreak,” “Cowboy Song,” and others in the 
music pantheon. It also touched off a precipi¬ 
tous decline. In the author’s hands, Lynott’s 
post -Live and Dangerous life and career culmi¬ 
nated in a descent so sharp that it’s painful 
to read. Drawing on hundreds of original and 
researched interviews, Thomson pulls no punch¬ 
es, as Lynott’s family, friends, bandmates, and 
fans weigh in with equal parts love and grief on 
this complicated, maddening, beautiful man.

ORIGINAL GANGSTAS: 

DR. DRE, EAZY-E, ICE 
CUBE, TUPAC SHAKUR, 
AND THE BIRTH OF 
WEST COAST RAP

Investigative jour¬ 
nalist Ben Westhoff’s 
timely, provocative, 
and fact-based 
amalgam Original 
Gangstas strikes a 
bull’s-eye on numer¬ 
ous approaches, 
particularly as a 
historical document. 

He begins by taking Compton/South Central 
Los Angeles’ sociopolitical temperature in 
the Eighties, rap’s rise accompanying gang 
warfare and crack cocaine exploding across 
America. Police tensions at an all-time high 
throughout that decade and the next, time 
and place proved a powerful platform for a 
new range of culturally relevant voices emerg¬ 
ing through the tear gas and hail of bullets. 
Though the histories of Tupac Shakur and 
N.W.A. take up most of the ink, Westhoff 
ensures that critical figures - former Ruthless 
co-head Jerry Heller and Suge Knight, spe¬ 
cifically - are documented through links 
previously unmade. Even knowledgeable 
hip-hop scholars will come across abundant 
“aha” moments, such as oft-forgotten early 
Ruthless Records signee Above the Law’s 
1993 album Black Mafia Life being the origi¬ 
nal G-funk record - not Dr. Dre’s top-selling 
The Chronic. Dre (Andre Young) is cast in a 
dark light as the book proceeds, Westhoff 
detailing his history of violence against 
women, which is often swept under the pro¬ 
verbial rug by fans and mainstream media. 

The book also runs down timelines such as 
Eazy-E’s and theories surrounding the death 
of the Notorious B.I.G., who was dispatched 
in a senseless coastal rap war. Original 
Gangstas pushes aside cheap rumor for five 
years of research. - Kahron Spearman

A dog-eared tale 
now frayed around the 
edges, four Cockney 
kids are thrown togeth¬ 
er in perverse London 
clothes shop by a hab¬ 
erdasher espousing 
art school politics.

rock & roll’s increasing irrelevance emerged 
a sonic fury that forever radicalized the form. 
Outlaws at home and abroad, even the Sex 
Pistols fell prey to music industry pressures, 
after which they all had to figure out life 
beyond punk.

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THE SHOW THAT NEVER ENDS: THE RISE & FALL OF PROG ROCK 

by David Weigel; W.W. Norton & Company, 368 pp., $26.95 

“I thought of it as one bar in 7/8 time and one bar in 8/8 time or 4/4; I wanted to make 
it different from 16/8 so I thought I’d drop a 16th beat.” Given the math behind UK prodigy 
Mike Oldfield’s Tubular Bells, forever distinguished by the appropriation of its opening piano 
figure for The Exorcist, who says hit-making isn’t an exact science? As such, national politi¬ 
cal correspondent covering Congress at The Washington Post, David Weigel surely has a 
chart-topper on his hands with The Show That Never Ends: The Rise & Fall of Prog Rock. A 
genre almost as mocked, reviled, and shunned as neo-Nazi punk, there’s an argument to 
be made here that prog rock and jazz are transcontinental, cross-generational, mirror image 
genres. Weigel minces zero syllables proclaiming Hungarian composer Franz Liszt (1811- 
1886) the first rock star, then diagrams the deployment of classical music in 1960s genus 
pioneers including Emerson, Lake & Palmer (Bach) and Yes (Stravinsky). Another British 
Invasion, this one populated by pretension from Soft Machine, King Crimson, Genesis, 
etc., seeds acolytes across Europe - Vangelis’ Aphrodite’s Child (Greece), Focus (Holland), 
Banco del Mutuo Soccorso (Italy), Magma (France) - before traversing the Atlantic into 
Canada (Rush) and the U.S. (Kansas). Classically complex compositions built around core 
improv? Sounds like Duke Ellington. Robert Fripp and Brian Eno belong in a similar cat¬ 
egory despite supergroup Asia (“inflating conventional pop songs with pseudosymphonic 
grandeur,” wrote Jon Pareles) crowning their categorical lumping. Contemporary successors 
Porcupine Tree, Dream Theater, and Coheed & Cambria receive quick vetting toward the 
end, Marillion standing out for careful consideration, but The Show That Never Ends soars 
on Weigel’s hardbitten reportorial approach to both narrative and musical description - 
lean, direct, vivid: “Critics had already bludgeoned progressive rock with a rusted shovel.”

Steve Jones’ memoir, is therefore something 
of a minor miracle. For one thing, the guitar¬ 
ist was functionally illiterate until his 30s, 
when he invested some royalties into tutor¬ 
ing. Pretty typical of a background proving 
more Dickensian than even that described in 
bandmate John Lydon’s two autobiographies. 
Bastard son of a boxer father who disap¬ 
peared early, molested young and neglected 
by elders who essentially ushered him into a 
life of petty crime by example, Jones’ life piv¬ 
ots when Pistols svengali Malcolm McLaren 
channels his waywardness into playing his pil¬ 
fered equipment. An acute sensitivity shines 
through the thuggishness, as demonstrated 
by the subject eventually shaking off addic¬ 
tion and attempting to make amends with 
his burglary victims. Now comfortable in his 
skin as a celebrated L.A. deejay, Steve Jones 
wrestles triumph from tragedy with wit and 
warmth. - Tim Stegall

The death of 
James Luther 
Dickinson (1941- 
2009) didn’t quite 
close the book on

or producing recorded masterpieces includ¬ 
ing Big Star’s Third and the Replacements’ 
Pleased to Meet Me, Dickinson celebrated 
craftsmanship, artistry, and primitivism. It 
cost him, too, as with beautiful failure the 
Dixie Flyers, the Memphis-bred rhythm sec¬ 
tion he created at Atlantic Records head Jerry 
Wexler’s commission for Miami’s Criteria 
Studios, the cushiest job Dickinson ever 


held. Yet, such petty trifles never dimmed his 
spirit. Born to a Tennessean family success¬ 
ful enough to have a black groundskeeper, 
Dickinson writes of his musical education at 
the hands of said yardman - and Elvis Presley 
- as well as his tenure at Waco’s Baylor 
University, where he discovered theatre, 
beat verse, and participated in some of the 
earliest LSD clinical trials. All of it becomes 
a byproduct of his youthful discovery of the 
Memphis Jug Band playing in an alley, which 
birthed his lifelong yen for “wild music that 
seemed about to spin out of control.” Named 
for his self-generated epitaph and detailing 
his life up to 1972 in the literary equivalent of 
his grinning trickster drawl, Tm Just Dead, I'm 
Not Gone details an essential chapter of rock 
& roll history. - Tim Stegall 


UNIVERSAL 
HARVESTER 

by John Darnielle 
Farrar, Straus & Giroux, 

224 pp., $25 

John Darnielle isn’t known 
for feel-good book narratives, 
but as the brains behind lit 
rockers the Mountain Goats, 
the singer transforms songs 
about decaying marriages, addiction, and domes¬ 
tic violence into sing-alongs. Similarly, Universal 
Harvester- the very antithesis to standard sum¬ 
mer reading - belongs at the beach even though 
there’s nothing light, summery, or carefree about 
the follow-up to Darnielle’s acclaimed 2014 
debut novel Wolf in White Van. The author’s care¬ 
ful construction of mystery and suspense mute 


the fact that sand between your toes and land¬ 
locked Iowa coexist easily here. That’s where 
Darnielle plunks readers, in the hands of Jeremy, 
a video store clerk who, along with his father, 
copes with the loss of his mother, loneliness, 
and small-town stillness. The plot builds around 
a complaint that bizarre and inexplicable clips 
are being spliced into movie rentals. Jeremy, his 
dad, and a curious customer investigate, but the 
beauty of Universal Harvester isn’t in the answers 
so much as their backstory across four sec¬ 
tions, three generations, and several geographic 
locations. Darnielle’s multiple plotlines connect 
parallels and associations that reach across 
time in masterful fashion, all of it ultimately 
connected by a pervasive sense of isolation. If 
that doesn’t sound like a page turner, trust me 
- and trust Darnielle - it is. - Abby Johnston 
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PICTURE BOOK 


JOHN PRINE BEYOND WORDS 

by John Prine; Oh Boy Records, 180 pp., $34.98 

In 20th century songbooks, including those popular paperbacks 
on Hank Williams and Roy Orbison cranked out by the Acuff-Rose 
Music publishing empire, you were lucky to get six pictures thrown 
in amongst pages of lyrics, chords, and notes. Comparatively, this 
thick, full-color, gorgeously laid out offering from John Prine’s label 
confuses “scrapbook” and “songbook” with wonderful results. “He’s 
about as entertaining as a dog bite,” reads one clipping from The 
Washington Star, in which nightlife commentator John Segraves com¬ 
pares the Chicago folk singer’s voice to “poor quality sandpaper.” Another scan of yellowed 
newsprint, opposite tablature for 1973 grinner “Dear Abby,” finds the titular columnist, Abigail 
Van Buren, being fooled by a Prine fan who sends in a verse from the song and receives 
actual advice. Personal photos, coffee-stained lyric scribbles, profoundly funny insights, and 
numerous pictures of “Paradise” accompany the 65 songs notated in Beyond Words. “Fish 
and Whistle” flips to a photograph of his overall-clad father dangling a big ol’ catfish, while 
the following spread depicts Skip’s hamburger stand, where a young Prine was hired on at 
“50-cents an hour” to “scrub a parking lot” free of spilled custard before being terminated 
“for being scared of bees.” In fact, Beyond Words functions foremost as impetus to sing 
Prine’s emotive “Angel From Montgomery,” potent aging doctrine “Hello in There,” and anti-war 
wisecrack “Your Flag Decal Won’t Get You Into Heaven Anymore.” There’s chords, too, but - 
spoiler alert - they’re all in 1-4-5. - Kevin Curtin 





TOTAL CHAOS: THE STORY OF THE 
STOOGES AS TOLD BY IGGY POP 

by Jeff Gold; Third Man Books, 351 pp., $50 

Surely Jack White unveiling a 10,000-square-foot vinyl pressing plant 
for his hometown on Feb. 25 represents simply the first stage of his 
rebuilding Detroit brick by brick. In accord, the Books division of White’s 
Third Man Records carves into the granite of its own future library The 
Odyssey according to Iggy Pop. “I found the first Stooges album when I 
was 16, in a dumpster in the alley behind my house,” notes the impresa¬ 
rio in one of the afterwords to this bedrock history of rock & roll. One-man memorabilia institute 
Jeff Gold flew in 100 Smithsonian-worthy Stooges artifacts to Pop’s Miami compound and the 
boutique oral and pictorial history that ensues is worthy of no less than Homer himself. Brainiac 
Jim Osterberg’s oftentimes photographic memory stacks detail upon detail belonging to only 
the most epic adventures. “Bozo geniuses” Osterberg, brothers Ron and Scott Asheton, Dave 
Alexander, and James Williamson somehow extract the wildly unstable core of American atavism 
and launch it from a high school gymnasium into the Rock & Roll Hall of Fame. Throughout all 
the tales both tall and banal, the peanut butter-smeared commander-in-Tota/ Chaos riffs reams 
of platinum deets: primal sexorcism “I Wanna Be Your Dog” began as “Highway Chile” by Jimi 
Hendrix, for instance. Paired with yearbook mug shots and whole Lester Bang reviews written 
in Swahili, the overall effect is that of the Stooges’ Fun House box set - brilliance by incremen¬ 
tal degrees. And riotous: “I’d say, ‘Well, you know I can move it onstage.’ And then Lou [Reed] 
would say, ‘I am the universe. I don’t need to move.’” - Raoul Hernandez

“An element of surprise is crucial to keep 
everyone dancing,” confirms guitarist Eric 
Peana.
